The President, appearing fit 
and rested after his Colorado 
vacation, drew a tremendous 
ovation as he entered the meet- 
ing hall at the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel about 3 p.m. 

He made a short speech in 
which he emphasized the im- 
portance of women in politics 
and told them that the future 
of the country is in their hands. 

The President was applauded 
warmly and frequently as he 
spoke in general terms of the 
importance of women as a force 
for political good. He did not 
mention specifically the meeting 
of Democrats which had taken 
place here earlier this week, at 
which his administration was 
lambasted by Adlai E.. Steven- 
son and former President Harry 
S. Truman. 

Praise for Dirksen. 

As close as he came to criti- 
cism of the Democrats was a 
reference to leadership of a na- 
tional character which he at- 
tributed ‘to Senator Everett 
Dirksen, Republican of Illinois. 

He said that Dirksen had pro- 
vided the type of leadership 
which was not found in the 
“clever word” and “sometimes 
bad deportment.” Delegates at- 
tending the meeting interpreted 
this as a direct slap at Steven- 
son and Truman, 

Dirksen was a leader in the

Nixon to Speak Wednesday. 

Vice President Richard M.

Some AFL delegates suggest- 
ed Nixon’s appearance and the 
President’s message represent 
an attempt by the Adrrinistra- 
tion to offset the effect created 
in the AFL by the recent resig- 
nation of Martin P, Durkin as 
Secretary of Labor. 

Durkin, who quit the Cabinet 
post because he feltethe Admin- 
istration broke an agreement to 
recommend 19 changes in the 
Taft-Hartley law, has returned 
to his former position as head 
of the AFL plumbers. George 
Meany, AFL president, launched 
an attack on the Administration 
after Durkin’s resignation. 

In dealing with labor rack- 
eteering, the convention may 
expel, or suspend, the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen’s Associa- 
tion because of alleged corrupt 
administration. Joseph P. Ryan, 
head of the Longshoremen, was 
indicted for misuse of union 
funds following exposure of 
crime on the New York docks. 
Disciplinary action against that 
union, which was begun early 
this year, was the first evidence 
of a positive policy against labor 
racketeering by the AFL. 

Ryan Plans Defense. 

Ryan, who arrived here last 
night with four other delegates 
from his union, told the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“‘We’re prepared to defend our 
actions.

Attlee Chides U.S. for Barring 


India From Korean Conference 


Briton Also Criticizes Efforts to Keep Com- 
munist China Out of Seat 
in U.N. 


LONDON, Sept. 19 (AP) — 
Former Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee in a nation-wide broad- 
cast tonight criticized the United 
States for working to block India 
from the Korean peace confer- 
ence and Red China from a 
United Nations seat. 

The Labor party leader said 
Americans are guilty of “tenden- 
cies toward intolerance which 
are disturbing the minds of 
many people.” 

He described United States 
opposition to India taking part 
in the Korean peace conference 
as a disturbing incident. 

“This tendency to regard as 
suspect everybody who is not 
entirely in accord with the 
American point of view is, I 
think, very dangerous,” Attlee 
declared. 

He ,said a U.N. seat belongs 
to China “by right,” and added: 

“We have always held that, 


regardless of the color of a gov- 


ernment, 
sense to recognize an effective 
government. The continued oc- 
cupation of this seat. by the dis- 
credited faction of Chiang Kai- 
shek is an obstacle to progress 
toward peace.” 

Attlee said Britain believes 
that when Red China has ceased 
supporting aggression it should 
be given a U.N. seat. 

Turning to British-American 
relations, Attlee declared: “I de- 
sire the closest co-operation with 
our friends in America. But this 
does not preclude us from stat- 
ing our own point of view. If 
we think our friends are follow- 
ing an unwise course, true 
friendship demands we should 
say so.” 

Attlee gave a brief report on 
his recent visit to Yugoslavia.

MOSCOW, Sunday, Sept. 20 
(AP)—The Soviet ‘Union an- 
nounced today it is granting 
war-ravaged North Korea big 
financial and material aid for 
reconstruction. 

The aid program was an- 
nounced in a communique is- 
sued here after nine days of 
negotiation between a North Ko- 
rean delegaticn headed by Pre- 
mier Kim Il Sung and Soviet 
Premier Georgi Malenkov and 
other Soviet leaders, 


The communique said ques- 
tions of “further development 
and strengthening of friendly 
relations between the Soviet 
Union and the Korean Demo- 
cratic Republic” were discussed 
‘and both countries pledged co- 
operation “toward a peaceful 
settlement of the Korean ques- 
tion on the basis of the national 
unity of Korea.” 


Main Points of Agreement. 

| The main announced points of 
the agreement reached said Rus- 
sia will: 

1, Grant North Korea one bil- 
lion rubles ($250,000,000) for re- 
construction, especially for re- 
building the battered Yalu river 
hydro-electric plants. 

2. Send equipment and mate- 
rial for restoration and recon- 
struction and technical advisers. 

3. Send supplies of consumer 
goods. 

4. Postpone repayment of 
credit already: extended during 
the war. 

The Soviet Union also prom- 
ised easier terms for repayment 
of the North Korean debts. 

The aid program was an- 
nounced in a communique after 
a dinner Malenkov gave at the 
Kremlin last night for the North 
Korean delegates. 

In a speech, Malenkoy told 
them:

Museum’s ‘Indian Relic’ Whistle 
Is Really Toy Made in Japan 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 19 
(UP) — Red-faced museum ex- 
perts today admitted that a clay 
whistle, displayed here for 25 
years as an Indian relic, is noth- 
ing more than a toy made in 
Japan—and “not long ago.” 

The whistle’s value as an 
archeological find hit bottom 
when strange lettering on its 
side turned out to be the word 
“Japan” spelled backwards. 


Since it was shaped like a 
cicada, or locust, some experts 
deduced it came to Missouri 
through Indian trade with the 
early Aztec inhabitants of Mex- 
ico. The Aztecs were known to 
use the locust motif. 


However, in 1951 the Smith- 
sonian Institution dulled the 
mystery by deciding the whistle 
“looked suspiciously like a fair- 
ly recent commercial product,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP) 
-—The key to Ezra Taft Benson's 
future in the Eisenhower cab- 
inet, it is believed here, may 
well be the farm i he 
presents to the next session of 
Congress in January.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP) 
—The draft outlook is for a 
steep increase in calls in the lat- 
ter part of 1954, perhaps to as 


many as 50,000 to 60,000 men 
a month. 

Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
director of Selective Service, 
said in a radio interview last 
night on the CBS program 
“Capitol Cloakroom” that he ex- 
pected “material increasés” aft- 
er the new fiscal year begins 
July 1, “perhaps as high as 
50,000 to 60,000 a month.” 

He said the present rate of 
about 23,000 a month would 
probably be maintained until 
the end of this fiscal year. In 
July, John A. Hannah, assist- 
ant secretary of defense for 
manpower, calculated the month- 
ly requirement would not rise 
much above 40,000 in mid-1954. 

But Hershey said the number 
of men completing two year 
tours of duty would create.a big 
need since, “you wear out mil- 
lions pretty fast when you ro- 
ate every two years.”

Frankly, our signal strength—and, thus, 
the pieture on your TV screens—was not 
what it should have been during our first 
days on the air. We had to cut down our 
power on a number of dccasions.

But today we are operating with rated 
power output from the antenna of 20,000 
watts. Our pictures are coming in strong 
on television set screens in more than 95°, 
of the Greater St. Louis area.

OOSTED ticket prices for 
Bite coming. world. series 

are expected to result in a 
new record for receipts and 
certainly the players’ pool will 
be larger than it ever has 
been. But if the baseball own- 
ers aren't careful they'll price 
the show out of reach of the 
eash customers who support 
the game through the regular 
season. 


Two box seat strips for the 
games at Yankee Stadium— 
four if the series goes the 
limit—will cost $80.. Two re- 
served seat strips will set back 
the customer $56. Three games 
are scheduled at Ebbets Field, 
so the reserved seat fan who 
wants to see all seven games 
will have to shell out $98 for 
himself and companion. That’s 
a large investment in enter- 
tainment. 


There won't be any difficul- 
ty in selling out the parks at 
the new prices. The demand 
usually far exceeds the supply. 
But more and more in recent 
years, even in Brooklyn, it 
is a different crowd that at- 
tends the World Series games, 
different from the average 
mid-season gathering. More 
and more, it seems, the mid- 
seasop fan can afford occa- 
sional ball games at the regu- 
lar prices, but he has to pass 
up the big show because the 
series ticke*-= are priced out of 
reach. And so the wealthier 
o- once-a-year customer gets 
the series tickets. 

Baseball men have argued 
for several years that ball 
games were the cheapest en- 
tertainment on the market.

Basilio Gave 
* Gavilan a Scare. 


ARMEN BASILIO made a 
surprisingly good showing 

against Kid Gavilan in 
their welterweight champion- 
ship match in Syracuse Friday 
night and he may be excused 
for extreme bitterness in not 
receiving the decision or at 
the worst getting a draw. 

Yes, there can be a draw 
in a title fight and if such is 
the result the champion re- 
tains his crown. Such an end- 
ing does not mean two cham- 
pions, as one television view- 
er was heard to observe. 

It was a close fight, all 
right, and there's no disposi- 
tion here to quarrel with a 
television view as against com- 
petent officials at ringside. 

Still, under the score by 
rounds which exists in New 
York, Basilio received no more 
credit for the second round 
in which he knocked down 
Gavilan’ with a clean left hook 
to the jaw than the champion 
did for winning rounds by a 
shade. 

Referee George Walsh scored 
it eight rounds for Gavilan, 
six for Basilio and one even. 
Gavilan never scored a knock- 
down and he should have re- 
ceived a score of not more 
than six for any round he 
won, under the system of 
scoring in use in Missouri. 

Basilio should have re- 
ceived credit for a score of 

.7 to 3 in the second round 
when he scored the knock- 
down. 

So, under our scoring rules, 
Walsh would have voted for 
Gavilan, 76 to 74. 

Judge Harold Barnes had 
seven rounds for Gavilan, six 
for Basilio and two even, 
which would have given Ba- 
silio a draw in Missouri, 75 
to 75. 

Judge Jack Kimball, who 
voted for Basilio had it seven 
rounds for Basilio, five for 
Gavilan, with three even. On 
a point score his card would 
have read 78 points for Basilio, 
72 for Gavilan. 

Incidentally that was the 
way the Post-Dispatch tele- 
vision viewer saw it, both as 
to rounds and as to points. 

The worst that Basilio 
should have had, then, was an 
even break but the New York 
system, in this instance, fa-

NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (UP)— 
College football's form sheet, 
generally reliable early in the 
season, failed to stand up again 
today when Baylor surprised 
California, 25-0, and College of 
the Pacific thumped Stanford, 
25-20. 

Neither West Coast game Car- 
ried quite the impact of Missis- 
sippi Southern’s upset of Ala- 
bama Friday night, but both 
served to warn football fans that 
this could be a season of upsets 
now that the free substitution 
rule has been modified. 

Baylor, a one-touchdown un- 
derdog, was led by Quarterback 
Cotton Davidson in handing 
California its worse defeat since 
Lynn Waldorf took over as coach 
in 1947. Performing before 34,- 
000 fans at Berkeley, Calif., 
Davidson scored two touchdowns 
and directed the Texans to two 
more while playing all but the 
last 30 seconds of the game. 

The College of Pacific-Stan- 
ford game at Palo Alto, Cailif., 
was a thrill-packed struggle all 
the way. The Indians led at 
halftime, 13-12, but College of 
Pacific fought back to win with 
two touchdowns in the second 
half.

of a possible draw. 

The fight was a dandy, 
though.

Shift May Be 
Decided Sept. 27 


BALTIMORE, Sept.19 (AP)— 
This city’s hopes of soon acquir- 
ing a major league baseball 
team rose today with a state- 
ment by Roy Mack of the Phila- 
delphia Athletics that a shift of 
the St. Louis Browns—possibly 
to Baltimore—should be settled 
Sept. 27, before the world series. 

Mack, directing head of the

Basilio Gave 
Gavilan a Scare. 


ARMEN BASILIO made a 
(CC surprisingly good showing 

against . Kid Gavilan in 
their welterweight champion- 
ship match in Syracuse Friday 
night and he may be excused 
for extreme bitterness in not 
receiving the decision or at 
the worst getting a draw. 

Yes, there can be a: draw 
in a title fight and if such is 
the result the champion re- 
tains his crown. Such an end- 
ing does not mean two cham- 
pions, as one television view- 
er was heard to observe. 

It was a close fight, all 
right, and there's no disposi- 
tion here to quarrel with a 
television view as against com- 
petent officials at ringside. 

Still, under the score by 
rounds which exists in New 
York, Basilio received no more 
credit for the second round 
in which he knocked down 
Gavilan’ with a clean left hook 
to the jaw than the champion 
did for winning rounds by a 
shade. 

Referee George Walsh scored 
it eight rounds for Gavilan, 
six for Basilio and one even. 
Gavilan never scored a knock- 
down and he should have re- 
ceiyed a.score of not more 
than six for any round he 
won, under the system of 
scoring in use in Missouri. 

Basilio should have re- 
ceived credit for a score of 

‘(7 to 3 in the second round 
when he scored the knock- 
down. 

So, under our scoring rules, 
Walsh would have voted for 
Gavilan, 76 to 74. 

Judge Harold Barnes had 
seven rounds for Gavilan, six 
for Basilio and two even, 
which would have given Ba- 
silio a draw in Missouri, 73. 
to 75. 

Judge Jack Kimball, who 
voted for Basilio had it seven 
rounds for Basilio, five for 
Gavilan, with three even. On 
a point score his card would 
have read 78 points for Basilio, 
72 for Gavilan. 

Incidentally that was the 
way the Post-Dispatch tele- 
vision viewer saw it, both as 
to rounds and as to points. 

The worst that Basilio 
should have had, then, was an 
even break but the New York 
system, in this instance, fa- 
vored Gavilan and enabled 
him to retain his 147-pound 
crown with a victory instead 
of a possible draw. 

The fight was a dandy, 
though. Neither boy made any 
foolish moves. They did not 
rush around the ring, bulling 
into each other and clinch- 


ing. 

Each watched for what he 
thought was the proper time 
to start an attack and in these 
flurries it seemed invariably 
that Gavilan was the one who 
either broke ground or 
clinched. 

After the knockdown, the 
Kid was very cautious. Then 
when he thought it was time 
to test Basilio again, he start- 
ed an attack which Carmen 
stopped dead with a left and 
right to the head which put 
Gavilan back on the defensive. 

True, Gavilan must have in- 
flicted much more damage 

than was visible on TV be- 
cause Basilio’s left eye was 
practically closed from the 
eighth round on and his right 
eye was cut. But he never 
appeared to be in any danger 
of being knocked out or even 
knocked down although he 
took some of Gavilan’s best 
punches. More than once the 
Kid landed smashing right 
overhand blows which failed. 
to stop Basilio. 

An odd feature was the fact 
that Basilio boxed Chuck 
Davey to a draw then lost a 
decision to him in 10 rounds 
last year.

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How US. Constructs Air Defenses 


Thule Base Only 900 Miles 
From North Pole, Weath- 
er Stations Even Closer--- 

An Eyewitness Report. 


Writer of the following article, second 
of a series, has been making a tour 
of the United States Air Force’s North- 
eastern Command defense system.

THULE AIR FORCE BASE, 
Greenland, Sept. 19. 


MAGINE a frozen waste, 900 miles 

from the North Pole, which receives 

less moisture fall annually than the 
Sahara desert, where you can look out 
over a bay filled with icebergs more 
numerous and larger than the ships in 
New York harbor, floating in the sum- 
mer and imprisoned in ice in the 
winter, where you can lool@ landward 
and see the ice cap which never melts 


rising to 3000 feet, where basalt reck 


sticks up through frozen mud more 
than a thousand feet deep (called 
permafrost) and you have Thule 
(Tooley to the airmen and Toola to 
the Danes) as it was. 

Add 4000 soldiers and airmen, 3000 con- 
structiod workers, with no women whatso- 
ever, a 10,000-foot runway 200 feet wide, 
hangars which can store the B-36 and 
B-52, hundreds of buildings constructed 
like giant iceboxes to-keep the cold out 
instead of in, a radio mast taller than the 
Empir® State building, power plants, acres 
of machinery and stores, a 1000-foot pier, 
the roar of jets, and you have Thule, the 
largest community in Greenland, as it is 
today.

THE BASE, okie was started in 1951, 
is substantially complete now. The final 
cost will be between $250,000,000 and 
$300,000,000. 

Thule is probably the most important 
air base United States has in the world. 
It is a dagger pointing from the north 
to the industrial heart of European Rus- 
sia and half of Siberia; It is a way 
station from bomber bases in the United 
States to the center of Russia. 


Bases in the United States are from 
2500 to 3500 miles distant from Thule, an 
easy hop for the 10,000-mile range of the 
B-36. Moscow is 2760 miles from Thule 
and Novosibirsk, in Siberia, is 3260 miles, 
an easy round trip for the B-36. Farther 
to the east in Siberia, the base at Okinawa 
is closer than Thule, This means, then, 
that if the peripheral strategic medium 
bomber bases in Europe, Africa and 
Turkey are knocked out, the United States 
still can reach all of Russia with its in- 
tercontinental bombers. 

Thule was an Eskimo village which fur- 
nished guides to Admiral Robert E. Peary 
on his trip to the North Pole. One Eskimo 
who went to the North Pole with Peary is 
still with the settlement. The Thule group 
of about 350 Eskimos live in eight settle- 
ments, two south of Thule and six farther 
north, 

The Eskimos used to have the hospitable 
idea that a stranger coming in from long 
treks over the frozen arctic needed a 
woman just as badly as food and warmth. 
Their hospitality extended to sharing their 
wives, 

As a result, most of the Greenland Eski- 
mos are of mixed European blood and are 
now called Greenlanders. 

The Eskimos have lost their home at 
Thule. The roar and rumble of jet 
engines, the noise of bulldozers and 
riveting hammers around the clock, the 
lights at night and through the long 
winter, have driven away the game on 
which they lived, They were in bad 
straits for food, 

The Danes have moved the Thule set- 
tlement to a better hunting site 70 miles 
farther north at Kanak, where they are 


“building two-room houses, 


The great Danish explorer, Knud Ras- 
mussen, studied the Cape York area, which 
includes Thule, in 1902-1904. In 1910 he 
established a Danish colony near the 
Eskimo village and named it Thule, prob- 
ably from the word meaning the northern- 
most part of the world as the Greeks and 
Romans knew it. 

Later Rasmussen told Bernt Balchen, 
the famous Norwegian Arctic flyer, who 
is now a Colonel in the United States Air 
Force, that Thule was a fine place for 
aviation, Balchen was an adviser on Arctic 
flying to the late Gen, Henry H. Arnold, 
commanding general of the Air Corps 
during World War II, It was due to 
Balchen’s advice that a small gravel strip 
was built to service some weather stations 
in the far north in 1946. 

The defense awakening caused by the 
Korean War led to the construction of 
the Thule base—operation Blue Jay, Dur- 
ing Christmas week, 1950, the Army 
engineers were ordered to build the base. 
This was the most difficult project wnder- 
taken by the engineers since the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal, 

Whereas the Canal pitted the engineers 
against tropical jungles, and malaria, the 
Thule air base challenged them with 
frozen soil, temperatures to 50 degrees 
below zero,

and a brief shipping season. There was 
no dock to land supplies. 

Between January and May 1951, the 
base was designed, and thousands of items 
ordered and shipped to Norfolk? Virginia, 
and assembled to be loaded on ships in the 
order needed, Some : workmen , were 
shipped in by air to do as much prelimi- 
nary work as possible with air transported 
equipment. 

During the first summer season, work- 
men were housed on ships in the harbor. 

Major emphasis in 1951 was devoted to 
construction of the air strip, hangars,, bar- 
Five thousand 


workmen labored throughout the 24-hour 
day, working 10-hour shifts seven days 
In September 1951, within 65 
days after the arrival of the first convoy, 
a new paved runway was ready for the 
landing of heavy planes. 

The problems of construction were en- 
tirely new, since the buildings and runway 
are on permafrost. The heat of the build- 
ing floor would melt the permafrost and 
the building would sink. The problem 
was to preserve the permafrost. For bar- 
racks the top three feet of frozen mud 
was scraped off and the ground filled 
with non-active material such as gravel 
or crushed rock. The buildings were then 
constructed on posts three feet high so 
that the heat would not reach the frost. 

Each building is constructed like an 
ice box. The walls, roof and floor are 
made from prefabricated panels with 
three and one-half inches of fiberglas 
insulation sandwiched between plywood 
and covered with aluminum or stainless 
steel bonded to the plywood. The panels 
are tongued and grooved and are 
pressed together against a mastic com- 
pound which makes the structure air 
and water tight. The buildings are 
heated by a central steam system lead- 
ing to large radiators and a blower 
which circulates the air through ducts. 
Each building has an emergency heating 
plant in addition, 

Large buildings, such as hangars and 
steam plants could not be built in this 
manner. Instead, six feet of permafrost 
was scraped off and six feet of gravel laid 
down. Through this gravel large pipes 
were laid to provide for the circulation 
of cold air, Temperature readings are kept 
of the under-floor heat and if it ap- 
proaches thawing temperature, cold air is 
circulated under the floor, 

During the winter of 1951, work con- 
tinued on the interior of the buildings. 


» 1952 and 1953 saw a continuation of the 


program, The base is now substantially 
complete. It consists. of 125 barracks, 
64 warehouses for the storage of canned 
goods, meats, dairy products, etc, There 
is a laundry, bakery, gymnasium, service 
club, hobby shop, chapel, theater and a 
50-bed hospital. 

There are about 35,000 feet of intercon- 
nected taxiways and taxi loops. There is a 
tank farm and 17 miles of pipe line in the 
fuel system. A 1000-foot pier of concrete 
and steel was constructed in the United 
States, towed up in 250-foot sections and 
put in place, There are 12 heating and 
power plants. Six heavy bomber hangars, 
three fighter hangars and one base main- 
tenance hangar have been built. 

Three distillation plants to obtain water 
from sea water have been built and are 
on a standby basis, since water is now ob- 
tained from a lake of melted ice, The ice 
melts in the summer and runs to the low 
area. In the winter it freezes both from 
the top and the bottom, leaving a sand- 
wich of highly compressed water in be- 
tween. By drilling a hole through the sur- 
face ice, the water spurts out like an ar- 


tesian well,

ALL THIS CONSTRUCTION was aided 
by an airlift, operated by the military air 


transport seryice for emergency needs, 
that is as remarkable in its way as the 
airlift over the hump, the Berlin airlift or 
the airlift to Korea, 

Besides standing in readiness to receive 
the biggest bombers, Thule supplies out- 
lying weather, radar and communication, 
and navigation stations. It is also provided 
with triphibious aircraft which can land 
on the water, land, ice or snow for rescue 
work. 


The most interesting of the outlying 
stations is T-3, on an ice island, 200 
miles from the North Pole, four by nine 
miles in extent, drifting on an eliptical 
course south of the pole. Here ten men 
do tours of duty for three months at a 
time, sending in weather information 
periodically. 


The island formerly had a runway on 
an ice lake on the island on which the 
100-ton C-24 transport could land to take 
in supplies, Scientists with the station in- 
vestigating the ice apparently drilled 
holes which allowed the water supporting 
the ice to seep out. Today T-3 must be 
supplied by ski-equipped C-47s, 

The 318 Fighter Squadron is stationed 
at the Thule base for air defense. No anti- 
aircraft artillery can be seen, but it may 
be presumed to be there, since artillery 
uniforms are a common sight. 


Water supply and sewage are difficult 
problems, Pipes would freeze, so all water 
must be hauled in heated trucks and 
sewage hauled away in the same manner. 
Bath water is reused in the toilets, which 
are the pump type used on small yachts. 
In spite of the reuse of water, the water 
and sewagé trucks travel 1100 miles daily. 


There are no nurses or Red Cross work- 
ers at-Thule. The tour of duty is for one 
year. There is no hunting and little fish- 
ing. The men are kept busy as the only 
salvation to life in what is in effect an 
Arctic prison, There are four months of 
24 hours a day sunlight, four months of no 
sun, and two months between each season 
of twilight where the sun slowly is sinking 
out of sight or coming up. 


Construction workers work 10 hours 
daily seven days a week. Three quarters 
of the force work only four months, 
while One quarter who are doing inside 
work have four months additional. One 
sheet metal worker told the writer he 
had earned $11,000 in eight months last 
year and expected to earn more this. 
Construction workers are recruited in 
Minnesota where they are accustomed 
to cold-weather construction. : 


The food is excellent. Men eat from 
4700 to 5600 calories a day. When airlift 
is available, fresh vegetables, lettuce and 
fruits are flown in. The Post Exchange 
is adequately stocked. But none of this is 
a substitute for the absence of families 
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and female friends, The men do their sen- 
tence, some with energy and pride, others 
despondently, but they do their job.

Witnesses Appearing Before 
Investigating Committees 
Would Be Given Immu- 
nity From Prosecution.

N irresistible force in the form of 
congressional investigating coim- 
mittees and immovable objects in 
the form of balky witnesses are head- 
ing for a crucial clash here that may 
chart the entire future course of legis- 
lative inquiry. 

The clash involves the Fifth Amendment, 
a fundamental bulwark of the Bill of Rights 
which provides, in part, that no person 
“shall be compelled in any criminal case 
to be a witnes? against himself.” ‘ 

Designed as an emblazoned shield for 
the oppressed, the Fifth Amendment in 
recent years has been invoked with me- 
thodical regularity by witnesses before 
Communist-hunting committees. It has 
even been invoked by racketeers and hood- 
lums in crime inquiries, a practice that 
has led so noted a liberal as Senator Estes 

efauver (Dem.), Tennessee, former chair- 
man of the Senate Crime Committee, to 
join more conservative colleagues in sup- 
port of a highly-controversial “immunity” 
bill. 

Under this measure, reluctant wit- 
nesses would be immersed in an “im- 
munity bath,” giving them immunity 
from federal prosecution for an act or 
fact about which they testify. e 
The immunity offer is not meant as bait 
or bribe, nor does it spring from sudden 


investigators. It is simply a legal device 


Fifth Amendment. 

By forcing complete immunity upon 
such witnesses, they will be compelled to 
“talk” or face imprisonment on contempt 
citations that would be upheld by the 
courts, in the opinion of the drafters of 
the bill. The delicate legal problem 
seems to be the necessity of affording 
witnesses protection fully as broad as 
that embraced in the amendment itself.

HE constitutional right of witnesses 
Te refuse to give testimony that 

might tend to incriminate them has 
been upheld by the supreme court in a 
long line of decisions starting with the 
famed treason trial of Aaron Burr in 
1807, 


Burr was found not guilty, but at the 
trial counsel for the Government, con- 
fronted with a witness who invoked 
the Fifth Amendment, contended that 
no witness could “refuse to answer any 
question unless that answer, uncon- 
nected with other testimony, would be 
sufficient to convict him of crime.” 
Chief Justice John Marshall declared 
that acceptance of such a view would 
render the amendment “almost per- 
fectly worthless,” and went on, in part: 


“Many links frequently compose that 
chain of testimony which is necessary 
to convict any individual of a crime. 
It appears to the court to be the true 
sense of the rule, that no witness is 
compellable to furnish any one of them 
against himself , 

In latter years the most significant 
supreme court decision involving the 
Fifth Amendment was handed down 
Dec. 11, 1950, in the case of Mrs. 
Patricia Blau vs. United States. 

Justice Hugo Black, delivering the 
opinion of the court, upholding Mrs. 
Blau’s right to refuse to answer a grand 
jury's questions about her alleged Com- 
munist connections, said: 

“At the time the petitioner was called 
before the grand jury, the Smith Act 
was on the statute books making it a 
crime among other things to advocate 
knowingly the desirability of overthrow 
of the Government by force or violence 
... Or to be or become a member of 
such a group with knowledge of its 
purposes. ... 

“She reasonably could fear that crim- 
inal charges might be brought against 
her if she admitted employment by the 
Communist party or intimate knowl- 
edge of its workings. Whether such ad- 
missions by themselves would support 
a conviction under a criminal statute is 
immaterial. Answers to the questions 
asked by the grand jury would have 
furnished a link in the chain of evi- 
dence needed in a prosecution of pe- 
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| titioner.” 


Two Views on Right of Witnesses 
To Invoke the Fifth Amendment

ORMER Solicitor General Philip B. 
F Periman feels strongly that -in a 

great many instances the Fifth 
Amendment is being improperly in- 
voked, Although widely recognized as 
a liberal dedicated to the preservation 
of civil rights, Perlman favors enact- 
ment by Congress of an immunity bill 
under which the Attorney General would 
be the sole official authorized to grant 
immunity to witnesses in court hear- 
ings, grand jury proceedings and con- 
gressional inquiries. He is opposed to 
any bill granting Congress the right to 
dispense immunity. 


“The efforts of congressional com- 
mittees to obtain information relevant 
to duly authorized investigations,” Perl- 
man told the Post-Dispatch, “are being 
frustrated almost daily by the claims 
of privilege against self-incrimination 
under the Fifth Amendment, It is evi- 
dent that many such claims are being 
successfully made by witnesses whose 
primary interest is the protection of 
others. . .. 


“The large number of those who suc- 
cessfully refuse to testify under a claim 
of privilege against self-incrimination is 
proof that more effective laws and pro- 
cedures are needed. It is now too late, 
much too late, to argue that the con- 
stitutional provision has been given a 
much broader interpretation over the 
years than was originally intended, and 
that instead of protection for the inno- 
cent it has become in too many in- 
stances a cloak for the guilty, The 
rules of interpretation have been ap- 
plied in so many cases and over such 
a long period of time as to present a 
situation requiring action by Congress.” 


As to the pending immunity bill, 8.16, 
Perlman said: 


“The purpose of S.16 is sound but 
the means employed to achieve the re- 
sult are entirely wrong, and if adopted 
would probably result in serious injury 
to the proper administration of justice.

uesses who claim their privilege under the 
Fifth Amendment, when questioned with 
regard to Communism, are improperly as- 
serting that privilege; and my belief that 
if this bill passes there will be far fewer 
refusals to answer questions about Com- 
munism under claims of the privilege 
against self-incrimination, because wit- 
nesses ‘who know that,.they may be re- 
quired under the terms of such a statute 
to testify fully, notwithstanding the claim 
of immunity, will be very careful about 
exerting such a claim improperly.” 

Hoey, who as chairman of a Senate sub- 
committee led the inquiry into five-per 
centers and influence peddling, had this 
to say in part: 

“I am opposed to the entire bill. I 
believe we are going right in the face of 
the Constitution. The Constitution of the 
United States provides that no person 
shall be required to testify against him- , 
self. We are undertaking to say that’a’ 
committee of the Congress can do what 
the courts cannot de. The courts can 
grant immunity, but they cannot force a 
witness to testify against himself. 

“We are granting to a committee of the 
Congress,” he said, “the power to také 
away the constitutional guaranties and 
rights to the protection which the Consti- 
tution gives us. We are saying, ‘When you 
come before a committee and we grant 
you immunity, you have gol to testify.’ 
The Constitution says a man does not have 
to do that. 


“I am in hearty accord with all the 
purposes to go after the Communists, to 
investigate and prosecute them, and all 
that, but the power of the Congress is no} 
limited; its resources are not restricted; 
its hand has not been shortened, and the 
Congress can go about the prosecution of 
Communists, whether in conspiracy of 
individually, and can deal with them... . 
The Constitution is for the protection of 
all the people, 

“There are other persons besides Com- 
munists in this country. I do not be- 
lieve we should confer upon any com- 
mittee of Congress the power to take — 
away the rights which the Constitution 
gives to every individual and to every 
citizen.” 

The specific right which the emeuniie 
bill would take away is the right to invoke 
the Fifth Amendment and refuse to talk 
without suffering the penalty of a peniten- 
tiary sentence. For the immunity measure 
would give the legislators the punitive 
power they now lack. It would be tanta- 
mount to a big sign in every committee 
room warning witnesses: “You must now 
talk or go to jail.” 

o 
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IT IS HIGHLY UNCERTAIN, however, 
that this club would drive witnesses into 
an eager chorus of admissions. Except for 
a few who might seek to save their own 
skins by “informing,” the majority might 
be expected to remain stonily silent, for 
in the past many apparently have refused 
to say whether they are Communists not 
so much through fear of self- incrimination 
as a determination to avoid identifying 
others as Communists. The net effect of 
immunity legislation, therefore, might well 
be to jail untold scores of individuals 
hailed before a variety of Red-hunting— 
and headline hunting mittees. It may 
thus be speculated that McCarran had 
tongue-in-cheek when he belittled punish- . 
ment of witnesses, made possible by his 
bill, as a “secondary thing.” 

If any proof of this were needed, it 
might lie in the fact that suspected Com- 
munists as a rule have contemptuously 
spurned the temptation to “talk” before’ — 
congressional committees and thus avoid - 
the degradation and public retribution that 
follows their refusal to answer questions. . 
Punishment for invoking the Fifth Amend- ° 
ment has been more tangible than public 
ostracism; many Government employes 
have been fired, as have university teach- 
ers and professors, as well as a number

Coming Up, 1954. 


After dismissing the national conclave of 
Democrats in Chicago as so much “sound and 
fury,” Republican bigwigs promptly foregath- 
ered in the same city with lady G.O.P. leaders 
to create some fury and sound of their own. 

Whether they were alarmed at the very 
considerable attention which the Democratic 
powwow received over'the country, the Repub- 
licans at least seemed to take it as an inspira- 
tion. They were not content with so formidable 
a battery of party orators as Senatora Dirksen 
of Illinois and Ferguson of Michigan and Post- 
master General Summerfield and Interior Sec- 
retary McKay. They prevailed on President 
Eisenhower, who happened to be traveling 
back to Washington Saturday afternoon, to 
stop over in Chicago and make a political pep 
talk to feminine G.O.P. representativés, assem- 
bled at a loop hotel. 

Why all this political activity in September 
1953? The presidential election is barely 10 
months behind us. The midterm congressional 
election is thore than a year off. Why these 
party stirrings so soon? 

The answer is in the narrow margin of con- 
trol in Congress. Here is the composition by 
parties as it stands now:

These tables explain the hustling and bustling. 
If, in the 1954 elections, the Democrats are able 
to gain a seat or two in the. Senate and some 
five seats in the House, ‘control of both branches 
of Congress will pass from the G.O.P. to the 
Democrats. Democratic chairmen will take the 
place of Republican incumbents. The Democrats 
will have more seats on each committee and so 
will be able to sit as the majority on White 
House proposals. Such patronage as goes with 
control of committees will return to the Dem- 
ocrats. 

The likelihood that this will happen is con- 
siderably greater in the House than in the 
Senate, even though the same tendency may be 
manifest in the Senate, too. President Eisen- 
hower carried the country by 6,616,233 popular 
votes. Yet all Democratic nominees for the 
House received 262,468 more votes than did all 
Republican nominees. Even if Southern dis- 
tricts in which the Republicans did not enter 
candidates are excluded, the Republican total 
fot House nominees was about 3,350,000 behind 
the Eisenhower total. 

Issues aside, the Republicans will bear two 


chief handicaps. One is the inevitable difficulty 
of trying to carry over the President's personal 
popularity to a ticket on which his name does 
not appear—a ticket which will contain many 
congressional candidates who have opposed Mr. 
Eisenhower on crucial issues. The other handi- 
cap is the ‘rule that the party in power, as 
shown by long experience, loses strength in the 
midterm election. The one exception in a gen- 
eration was the 1934 increase in Democratic 
seats. ; 
* * * 


The Missouri House delegation offers an 
example of what the G.O.P, faces. Our 11 
seats are now divided seven Democrats (Kar- 
sten, Sullivan, Bolling, Carnahan, Cannon, Jones 
and Moulder) to four Republicans (Curtis, Hil- 
lelson, Cole and Short). 


But Republican Congressman Cole, in agri- 
cultural Northwest Missouri, won by only 8000 
in a total of 170,000 and Republican Congress- 
man Hillelson of Independence by 12,000 in a 
total of 180,000. The Cole margin could easily 
be plowed under by unrest on the farms, while 
the Hillelson majority was built up by many 
Democrats who wanted to free their party of 
the weak Leonard Irving. There are many such 
House seats which the G.O.P. holds by the skin 
of its teeth. 


In the Senate there is a situation favorable 
to the Republicans which substantially reduces 
the offyear advantage to the Democrats. Of 
the 34 Senate seats now scheduled to be voted 
on, 21 are held by Democrats, 12 held by Re 
publicans and one (Taft's in Ohio) is vacant. 
Democrats in the South are in no danger, but 
Douglas in Illinois, Humphrey in Minnesota, 
Gillette in Iowa, Murray in Montana, Frear in 
Delaware and Hunt in Wyoming all face hard 


battles in states which voted for Eisenhower. * 


At the same time, some of the Republican 
Senators will have strong opposition—Ferguson 
of Michigan if Gov. Williams runs against him; 
Cooper of Kentucky if former Vice President 
Barkley runs; Saltonstall in Massachusetts and 
possibly Kuchel in California.

In indorsing the Plaza bond issue, The St.

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Counsels From Formosa 

The assertion by a minister of the Chinese 
Nationalist Government, K, C. Wu, that war be- 
tween the United States and Russia is inevita- 
ble, must be shocking to all Americans. Yet it 
is the measure of the gulf which today separates 
the true interests of the United States from 
what the Chinese Nationalist Government-in- 
exile on Formosa evidently believes to be its 
interests. Mr. Wu was Governor of Formosa 
until last April, when he resigned and came to 
the United States seeking treat~ont for asthma. 

Chiang Kai-shek and the Nationalist exiles 
around him on Formosa surely realize the hope- 
lessness of their position. They can talk about 
invading China, but they lack the forces to do 
it. They can only sit on Formosa and grow older 
while their armies on Formosa grow older and 


smaller. That is, they can do no more than that - 


short of a worldwide war which would result 
in vast realignments of power, including the 
overthrow of the present Government of China 
and the reinstallation of the exile Government. 

In this line of reasoning the Nationalists have 
a vested interest in the expectation of war be- 
tween Russia and the United States. To the con- 
trary, the United States has everything to lose 
and nothing to gain by such a conflict—and so 
has the world. 

The counsels of the men of Formosa are the 
counsels of desperate men. Let us not follow 
them any part of the way, knowing where they 
look to in the end. 


High Fashion in Red 

We want to raise no false hopes or encourage 
any dangerous self-deception. Nevertheless, we 
believe we have discovered the first genuine 
kernel of the explosive which one of these days 
will blow up the whole Communist system—and 
from the inside: The official Dress Culture In- 
stitute has been told to turn out some fashions 
which will be so popular with the ladies of the 
Red Empire that they will never again exclaim: 
“T haven't got a thing to wear!” 

This is a feat which the freely enterprising 
stylists of Paris, Rome, New York, St. Louis 
and Hollywood have never been able to achieve. 
And ‘their effort, more than anything else, has 
insured psychiatrists of a steady income.

Behind Closed Doors 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


| Editor decries growing tendency of congressional committee to 
meet in secret; cites instances of our Congressmen dealing with 
people's money and people's business in a way the people can- 
| not see; such secrecy endangers representative government.

- In April the Congressional Quarterly 

reported that of more than 800 con- 
gressional committee meetings during 
the first three months of this year, 
more than 400 were held secretly be- 
hind locked doors. 

Of these more than 400 secret meet- 
ings, only 43 dealt with defense secrets 
and more than 200 were meetings of 
House Appropriations subcommittees. 

When will our Congressmen realize 
that it is the peo- 
ple’s money and not 
their private funds, 
which they are ap- 
propriating behind 
those locked doors? 

On June 28, in a 
radio-television de- 
bate with Senator 
Maybank, Represen- 
tative Taber strong- 
ly defended the 
cuts - his House 
Appropriations 
Committee made in 
Air Force funds 
and suggested to 
the public that the 
“Air Force needs civilian pressure to 
put it on its feet.” 


I wrote to Representative Taber and 
asked him this question: 

How can public opinion be brought to 
bear on important questions if our Con- 
gressmen persist in conducting the ma- 
jor business of the people behind locked 
doors of committee meetings? —_— 


Loath to Discuss Issue 


Representative Tabe¢ did not reply, 
which was not altogether unexpected, 
since I have found our congressional 
leaders loath to discuss their secret 
government. After considerable study, 
I took up the question formally, early 
in June, with the late Senator Taft and 
Senator Johnson, then the Republican 
and Democratic leaders of the Senate, 
and with Representatives Martin and 
Rayburn, party leaders in the House. 


Senator Taft wrote: “I think in many 
cases the only way for a committee 
to really sit down and discuss a ques- 
tion is in executive session.” 

Senator Taft was right 100 per cent. 
On July 5, Drew Pearson, the syndi- 
cated columnist, wrote of a secret meet- 
ing of the Senate committee which was 
considering President Eisenhower's im- 
migration bill, as follows: “Shocking 
outbursts of temper and racial bias 
threw the Senate immigration hearing 
into an uproar.” | 3 

Later Pearson reported on a second 
secret meeting of this same committee 
as follows: 

“McCarran’s staff representative, 
Dick Arens, promptly sent out notices 
for a closed meeting. This ruffled Chair- 
man Arthur Watkins, of Utah, who had 
specified that the hearings should be 
open to the public. After all, human 

, not military secrets, was involved, 
Watkins reasoned.

On July 6, Pearson wrote about what 
he called a “super-secret session” of 
the House Public Works Committee: 


“Chairman Dondero,’ of Michigan, 
quietly put a bill through the commit- 
tee last week giving five private power 
companies exclusive rights to build and 
operate hydro-electric plants,at Niagara, 
the nation’s mightiest waterfall.” 

Pearson called this a “giveaway” and 
revealed that (1) the bill was not read 
in the committee, (2) debate on it was 
not permitted, and (3) it was adopted 
by the committee on a show of hands 
and with no recorded vote. 


McCarthy Locks the Door 


Again I cited this case to the party 
leaders in Congress and asked them the 
following questions: . 

Was it a “giveaway” or did Mr. Pear- 
son render a slanted version? Why are 
Congressmen afraid of a record vote? 

On July 7, the Associated Press re- 
ported that Senator McCarthy, acting 
behind the locked doors of a secret 
meeting of his Senate investigations sub- 
committee, defied a majority of the 
committee members and blocked a 
move to oust J. B. Matthews as execu- 
tive director of the committee. 


On July 9, Presidént Eisenhower ac- 
cused Matthews of violating “principles 
of freedom and decency,” and a few 
hours later Senator McCarthy accepted 
Matthews’s resignation. 

Isn't -it a pity that President Eisen- 
hower, elected by all the people and an- 
swerable to all the people, had to inter- 
rupt his work on major problems to put 
an end to this finagling behind those 
locked congressional doors? 


On June 24, the House Banking Com- 
mittee, meeting behind closed doors, 
voted to repeal a Veterans Administra- 
tion order banning discounts on G.I. 
home loan mortgages. In reporting this, 
the Associated Press said the commit- 
tee’s action was “in response to com- 
plaints from builders.”

France's Future 


as Great Power 


Appears to Hinge on Decisions 
To Be Made in Next Few Months 


U.S. Faces Different Courses Depending on 
Whether Paris Pulls Self Together — 
Victory in Indochina Is Key to More 
Effective Role in European Defense.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19. 


HOWDOWNS are approaching on two of the most important 


G rues of our world affairs, 


it became clear here today — 


France's future as a great power and the closely related ques- 
tion of western European unification. 


Decisions reached here, in 
Paris, and in Indochina during 
the next few. months will do 
much to determine whether 
France maintains—or recovers 
—its position as a leading world 
power or declines to a status 
more like that df Spain, diplo- 
matic observers here believe. 


The question whether free 
Europe will unite or revert to 
what has been called “the same 
old fire trap” or separate na- 
tional sovereignities may also 
be answered by the end of this 
year, these observers think. 


To Influence U.S. Policy. 


American foreign policy will 
be strongly influenced by the 
outcome of events in these two 
related fields. 

The United States will almost 
certainly continue to support 
France and western Europe as a 
whole, although on a diminish- 
ing scale, if France pulls itself 
together and plays the part of 
a great power, both in Europe 
and in Indochina, and if ‘west- 
ern European unification re- 
vives from its present coma and 
makes real progress. 

But American policy will 
probably be quite different if 
France continues much longer 
to be bogged down, as it now 
is, in a morass of indecision 
and ineffectuality. In this 
case, European unity will be 
all but impossible and the 
United States will feel it must 
make fundamental changes in 
its policy. 

These: changes will prob- 
ably include an_ increasing 
emphasis on a “peripheral” 
defense of Europe from posi- 
tions in such areas as Nor- 
way, Britain, Spain and Tur- 
key, combined with support 
of at least limited independ- 
ent German rearmament,. 


.The National Security Council 
has recommended that the Unit- 
ed States give France a total of 
$785,000,000 : this year for the 
Indochinese war—a new grant 
of $385,000,000 in addition to 
the $400,000,000 Congress has al- 
ready appropriated for this pur- 


ose. 
' Moreover, Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, in is 
American Legion speech in St. 
Louis Sept. 2, warned the Chi- 
nese Communists that if they 
send their own armies into In- 
dochina they will cause “grave 
consequences which might not 
be confined to Indochina. 

Dulle’s warning is designed to 
deter the Chinese Reds from in- 
tervening in Indochina as they 
did in Korea. It is designed, that 
is, to isolate Ho Chi Minh’s 
Forces and thereby enable the 
French to defeat them. 

Counting on French. 

Washington hopes and be- 
lieves that this American aid 
and this American pre age Aw 
j by two policie 
egg sod ely promised to 
acon the one hand, Paris hag 
agreed to grant full indepen- 
dence to the three associated 
states of Indochina—Laos, Cam- 
bedia and Vietnam—and is now 
negotiating with the three gov- 
ernments on the terms on which 
this is to be accomplished. 

On the other hand, the 
French are working on plans 
for large-scale offensive military 
operations in Indochina. These 
operations—with the support of 
the native populations and with 
American aid on the scale 
planned—should enable France 
to win the Indochinese war 
thereby end the appalling drain 
on French manpower and re- 
sources the conflict has been 
causing, Washington calculates.

Determination to Be Gradual. 

The reports which Knowland 
and Mansfield will make upon 
their return to Washington will 
have an important influence in 
determining what action, if any, 
Congress takes on the Adminis- 
tratio’s plans. The success of 
these plans will hang in the bal- 
ance for several months, even 
if Congress approves them and 
votes the funds needed to carry 
them out. 

For the peoples and govern- 
ments of Indochina are deathly 
weary of the hostilities which 
have ravaged their countries for 
so long, and are showing signs of 
being prepared to sue for peace 
with the Reds. 

Cambodian Prime Minister 
Penn Nouth made a speech re- 
cently which gave the impres- 
sion his country would leave the 
Communist Viet Minh alone if 
they would leave him alone, re- 
gardless of what happened to 
Laos and Vietnam. He has said 
since—after a heart-to-heart talk 
with Knowland—that he was 
only fooling, but his address has 
left some officials here with 
hollow feelings in the pits of 
their stomachs all the same. 

Even if all these difficulties 
are overcome, furthermore, and 
the war in Indochina is brought 
to a successful conclusion, it will 
probably still be hard to induce 
France to agree to German 
equality, in Europe. 


Impact of Adenauer. 


West German Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer is an ardent ad- 
vocate of friendship with France, 
and his triumph in the elections 
of Sept. 6 might be expected to 
encourage French willingness to 
co-operate with the Germans. 

The French have mixed feel- 
ings about Adenauer’s victory, 
however. For one thing, they 
fear that the Chancellor may be 
almost, if not quite, the only 
powerful friend France has in 
Bonn, and that he may be suc- 
ceeded in office by somebody 
with altogether different feel- 
ings. For another thing, the 
French fear the new strength 
which West Germany has gained 
by Adenauer’s success at the 
polls. The stability and contin- 
uity which can now characterize 
Bonn’s policies will give the 
West German republic a con- 
spicuous advartage over a 
France which seems unable to 
form governments capable of 
governing for more than a few 
weeks at a time. 

These considerations may tend 
to make France less willing, 
rather than more, to agree to a 
greater measure of equality for 
Bonn either within or outside 
of EDC. The French are, indeed, 
reported to be politically para- 
lyzed by. indecision, and to be 
casting about for new ways to 
avoid ratifying EDC unless and 
until they can obtain new guar- 
antees of support from the 
United States and Britain. 

U. S. Approach Has Changed. 

Beyond the Administration's 
present plans, there is relatively 
little the United States can or 
will do to add to pledges to 
France already made. The em- 
phasis in American policy to- 
ward Western Europe as a whole 
has, in fact, shifted markedly 
under the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. Formerly the tendency 
was for Washington to promise 
to do more to belp Europe if the 
Europeans would do more to 
help themselves. Now the ten- 
dency is for the United States 
to threaten to do less unless the 
others do more. 

Britain, too, has set limits to 
its participation in EDC. Lon- 
don did, however, move this 
week to give new reassurances 
‘to France within these limits. 
The British are offering to sit 
in on the council of ministers 
which would direct EDC strat- 
egy, and to assign a permanent 
British military mission to EDC 
headquarters, according to a re- 
port from London. They are also 
offering France a guarantee that 
British troops stationed on the 
continent will not be withdrawn 
}without prior consultation with 
EDC, according to a report from 
Paris. 

At the same time, Adenauer 
has written French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault pro- 
posing personal talks aimed at 
working out an agreement on 
the Saar issue which would pave 
the way for French ratification 
of EDC. 

Impatience in Washington. 

The French cabinet is still 
wracked by indecision, however, 
despite these new attempts to 
help it make up its mind, dis- 
patches from Paris indicate. 

There is a mounting impa- 
tience with the French in at 
least some responsible quarters 
here, a growing feeling that time 
is running out and that France 
must at long last make up its 
mind and act decisively, both in 
Europe and Indochina. 

The West Germans are de- 
termined to achieve equality of 
rights, and not even Adenauer 
can hold them back indefinitely, 
in this view. Nor will Congress 
wait indefinitely, and go on Vot- 
ing hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars of aid for France. 

The chance the Administra- 
tion wants to give France now 
to act decisively may not be the 
last chance France will get, but 
it may well be the last it will 
get for a long time, and the best 
it will ever get. 

These are some of the major 
points that will be pressed upon 
French Premier Joseph Laniel 
when he visits Washington later 


this fall, 


U.S. Aid to Coisliabial 
and Turks Is Prov- 
ing a Good Invest- 
ment.

ISTANBUL. 

ENTERED Europe through 

the back door—across the Bos- 

porus at Istanbul and into the 
long-feuding Balkans, now 
severed by the Iron Curtain. 
First in Turkey, then in Greece 
and Yugoslavia, I met the lead- 
ers of some of our newest and 
scrappiest allies. 

Everywhere, I was impressed 
by the hard-headed realism of 
the leaders and invigorated by 
the spirit of the people. There | 


are no illusions in this corner 
of the world about the nature 
of the enemy, no _ neutralism 
and no speculation about the 
pros and cons of resistance. Dif- 
ferences aplenty distinguish roy- 
alist Greece from republican 
Turkey, and both from Yugo- 
slavia, still experimenting with 
her native brand of Communism. 
But they all have put our liberal 
aid to good use, and they all 
have stout hearts. For that, we 
Americans can be thankful. 

Of all our allies, the Turks 
were the first to send troops 
to Korea, and at a time when 
it looked as though the Reds 
would drive our outnumbered 
forces into the sea. 

Probably the Turks’ chief re- 
gret about Korea is that they 
were not able to fight Russians 
directly. I have not seen a coun- 
try where dislike and distrust 
of the Russians and their ways 
were more universal and deep- 
rooted. In Turkey, this feeling 
has only a secondary connection 
with Communist aggression; 
mostly, it is an ancient hatred 
of the Turks’ Muscovite neigh- 
bors (they still derisively call 
the Russians moskofs), with 
whom they have been fighting 
off and on for centuries. You 
hear it said that the reason they 
dislike Communism so much is 
because it is Russian. 

My guess is that the Turks 
will be the last people in the 
world to be lulled to sleep by 
the Kremlin’s current peace 
policy. The Turks remember 
well that, in 1945, Stalin put 
in a claim to Turkish territory 
in the east and demanded the 
right to share in the “defense” 
of the Dardanelles, the strait 
from the Black sea out into 
the Aegean. At that time, 
Russia and the Western na- 
tions were friendly, victorious 
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believe that a dictatorship would 
allow itself to be voted out of 
office, especially in a country 
with no democratic tradition. 
That it did is a tribute to Ata- 
turk’s heirs and especially to his 
friend and comrade in arms, for- 
mer President Ismet Inonu. 


I had a long talk with Inonu, 
now aging and deaf but still the 
alert and vigorous leader of the 
Republican opposition. He told 
me that dictatorship and state 
capitalism were essential at first 
to Turkey’s modernization, that 
the great reforms would have 
been impossible otherwise, but 
that democracy was always Ata- 
turk’s ultimate goal. 


‘Time for a Change.’ 


“By 1950, our people were 
ready,” he said, “and now the 
goal has been reached.” He at- 
tributed the Democrat’s triumph 
to “time for a change” feeling 
and efficient grass-roots organi- 
zation. He was confident that 
the two-party system would en- 
dure in Turkey. 


About the only discernible dif- 
ference between the parties is 
that the Democrats seem to 
stand for less “statism” and a 
freer economy and greater tol- 
erance in press and political ex- 
pression. Extremist sentiment 
is negligible. The outlawed 
Communists are weak and the 
right-wing religious groups are 
divided and impotent. As Presi- 
dent Bayar said, “We have no 
political problems in Turkey.” 
I wonder how many presidents 
can say as much and mean it! 


I found Turkey's economic 
prospects were just as bright. 
Unlike so many countries, Tur- 
key is not cursed by overpopu- 
lation. In fact, with more land 
development, the country could 
accommodate twice its present 
population of 21,000,000. Giant 
strides have been made since 
the Truman Doctrine brought 
American aid and advice: to 
threatened Turkey in 1947. 
Wheat production has doubled 
(Turkey imported wheat three 
years ago and now plans to ex- 
port 2,000,000 tons in 1953); cot- 


allies and Turkey a weak and 
isolated neutral, only two dec- 
ades removed from the sloth- 
ful medievalism of the Otto- 
man Empire. Yet the Turks 
never flinched; they mobilized 
their sturdy but ill-equipped 
army and told the Russians 
where to get off. 

In Ankara, the Democrats 
are in office. I spoke with lead- 
ers of both parties and was im- 
pressed by their candor, com- 
mon sense and complete har- 
mony on questions of foreign 
policy. Many of them were edu- 
cated at Robert College, the old 
American college at Istanbul. 
The Democratic party leaders— 
President Celal Bayar, Prime 
Minister Adnan Menderes and 
Foreign Minister Fuad Koprulu 
—are strong, confident men, 
warmly appreciative of Ameri- 
can aid and pleased with Tur- 
key’s progress and defense capa- 
bilities: _ Impatient with their 
Arab neighbors to the south, 
they feel that the only possible 
Middle East defense organiza- 
tion at the present time is a 
grouping of Turkey, the United 
States, Britain an France, 
which the Arabs could join later. 
The Turks would join in a re- 
gional guarantee of nonaggres- 
sion if it would help to allay 
suspicion and tension in the 
Middle East. 

These leaders came to power 
in 1950 when the Democratic 
party, which emerged as a pro- 
test against one-party dictator- 
ship, swept the nation’s first 
completely free election and 
ousted Ataturk’s own Republi- 
can People’s party that had ruled 
Turkey for nearly 30 years. 
Their victory surprised every- 
one, including the Democrats 


themselves, as it was hard to 
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ton production has_ trebled; 
highway mileage has risen from 
6000 (mostly mule tracks) to 16,- 
000 miles of all-weather roads; 
port facilities have increased 
tenfold—from 25,000 to 250,000 
tons a month. Turkey has be- 
come the world’s fourth largest 
exporter of cereals, average per 
capita income is up from $150 
to $175 a year, and the gross 
national product has risen 30 
per cent. 

At the same time, the Turks 
are earmarking 40 per cent of 
their budget for the armed 
forces—more than any other 
NATO country, they say. 


West’s Only Bulwark. 


And Turkey’s United States 
trained and equipped army is 
the West’s only reliable bulwark 
in the Middle East. The Turks 
are even talking about a bridge 
over the Bosporous to link Eu- 
rope and Asia! 


A leading Turkish editor said 
to me, “A new stream of life 
has come to Turkey from Ameri- 
can co-operation.” Perhaps the 
best thing about this bright spot 
on the globe is that, as Inonu 
said, “you Americans don’t have 
to explain your aims or justify 
your policies to us.” Like our- 
selves, Turks have no illusions 
about what ails the world. Long 
isolated and ignored by the 
West, the Turks today are proud 
to be partners in NATO (thotgh 
I suspect they are sometimes 
scornful of their less sturdy, 
more sophisticated allies). With 
the signing last winter of the 
Balkan pact with Greece and 
Yugoslavia, Turkey has ce- 
mented new friendships and now 
no longer faces Russia alone 
across the Black sea and the 
Caucasus. 

The week before I reached 
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Ankara, the Russians declared 
they were renouncing their 
1945 claims on the straits and 
Turkey’s eastern territories. 
To the Turks, this gesture 
proves that the policy of 
standing fast has paid off. 


Greek Courage Teams 
With American Aid. 
ATHENS. 


REEK fortitude, backed by 
American money and advice, 
has made this gallant little 
country another one of the 
stronger military links in a 
Western defense system that 
stretches from the Caucasus to 
the Arctic. This was my most 
striking impression of an all- 
too-brief visit to the country 
that cradled Western civilization 
and has suffered so cruelly at 
the hands of its enemies in our 
own troubled time. 


Like Turkey, long her tradi- 
tional foe, Greece is a fighting 
nation and a rugged, reliable 
ally. Think of the record of the 
past 13 years: Invaded by Mus- 
solini’s legions in 1940, Greece 
astounded the world by routing 
the Italian Fascists so decisively 
that the Germans had to come 
in and take over the war. Nazi 
panzers finally crushed Greece 
in 1941. In nearly four years 
of brutal occupation, 700,000 
Greeks, one-tenth of the popu- 
lation, died of starvation, dis- 
ease or in partisan fighting 
against the enemy. 


After liberation, the Kremlin 
decided that ragged, impover- 
ished Greece should be an easy 
prey. Red rebels, supplied from 
the north, plunged the weary 
nation into bloody civil war. By 
1947, close to 600,000 homeless 
refugees were streaming down 
from rebel-held territory and 
Communist guerrillas were a 
few miles from Athens. Then 
came President Truman’s an- 
nouncement that the United 
States would underwrite the 
economy and security of both 
Greece and Turkey. With that 
bold and historic decision, the 
Eastern Mediterranean was se- 
cured and the tide began at 


last to turn against Moscow. 


As an American, I am proud 
that we had the vision to act 
decisively in that moment of 
crisis; as a Democrat, I am 
proud that this turning point 
will be remembered as the 
Truman Doctrine. I doubt that 
we have made any better in- 
vestments in security or hu- 
manity. 

Greeks have seen the bitter 
reality of invasion, Communist 
and Nazi, and they will not soon 
forget what they saw; ruined vil- 
lages, kidnaped children, sense- 
less massacres and worse. When 
Soviet imperialism struck Korea, 
the Greeks responded, likt Tur- 
key, by sending ‘troops from this 
cold-war front to the hotter one 
in Asia. 


My short stay in Greece was 
so busy that I found time off 
only to climb up the imperish- 
able Acropolic, but not to visit 
the Delphic Oracle (where I had 
hoped to ask some unimportant 
questions about politics and 
some important ones about the 
world series). 

I talked with the erect, strong- 
willed, unsmiling old soldier 
Marshal Papagos, the Prime 
Minister and leader of the so0- 
called Greek Rally, as well as 
with his associates and members 
of the opposition parties. I 
heard the American side of the 
story from our effective Ambas- 
sador, John Peurifoy, and his 
staff. I spoke with countless 
Greeks and Americans in and 
out of public life. Finally, I 
lunched with King Paul and his 
energetic, attractive young 
queen at their summer palace at 
Tatoi. They are visiting the

Due to the election laws, the 
new government has 80 per cent 
of the seats in Parliament, al- 
though it polled but 49 per cent 
of the vote last fall.

He impressed me as a man 
of authority, integrity and 
courage—qualities which have 
often been lacking in the na- 
og intrigue-ridden political 

e. 

“We must save drastically and 
develop our resources,” I was 
told by both the Prime Minis- 
ter and his dynamic, ambitious 
chief assistant, Spyros Marke- 
zinis.’ They know full well they 
cannot count on American aid 
to support their desperately 
poor country much longer. Mar- 
shal Papagos added, “I am not 
interested in forming a political 
party. I do what I think neces- 
sary, however hard and unpop-

HAT are the facts about Soviet Russia—as they are gathered 
through official channels from time to time? 
Editors of U. S. News & World Report have long: 


sought to interview someone in our Government service who has: 


access today to most, if not all, 


from various parts of the world about Soviet Russia. 


the information that comes in: 
Obviously, : 


for official reasons, the identity of the diplomat interviewed could: 


not be disclosed. 


It is, however, the information known to be- 


authoritative rather than the identity of the diplomat which is of: 


news importance. 

The man who is interviewed 
here this week is an American 
who speaks the Russian lan- 
guage fluently. He has for more 
than a decade been actively en- 
gaged day by day in examining 
information about Soviet Rus- 
sia. Whether it be as an Amer- 
ican diplomat in Moscow or as 
an official who painstakingly 
interviews refugees in Europe 
escaping from behind the Iron 
Curtain, or whether he takes 
his place at any of the various 
posts of observation, it can be 
said that he knows the inside 
facts about Soviet affairs most 
intimately. 

Replies of Diplomat. 


Some of the questions asked 
him and his answers follow: 

Q. Can you draw broad de- 
ductions about what the general 
direction is? It is tremendously 
important, isn’t it, to be able to 
make some kind of deductions 
for policy purposes? 

A. It certainly is. I would 
suggest that, perhaps, one can 
make this kind of deduction: We 
have a situation in the Soviet 
Union where there has been, to 
all intents and purposes, over a 
long period of years, up until 
March 5th, one-man rule in the 
sense that, while there may have 
been differences of opinion in 
the Politburo as to how a par- 
ticular issue would be faced, the 
final word was spoken by one 
man who took the responsibility, 
and his decision was accepted. 


When Stalin died, that arbiter, 
or umpire or referee, or what- 
ever you want to call it—dicta- 
tor let’s call him—was no longer 
there, nor was there anybody 
who succeeded him. 

In effect, Stalin from a con- 
stitutional point of view incor- 
porated in his person a number 


ular. I don’t care about being 
pleasant; I want to be useful.” 


His government seems to be 
moving in both directions—un- 
pleasant and useful. It has de- 
valued the inflated currency to 
move the tobacco and raisin 
crops, has sharply cut the use 
of government automobiles and 
telephones and is whittling down 
the overstaffed bureaucracy and 
tightening up tax collections. 
Even the salaries of deputies 
have. been cut. A _ balanced 
budget is in sight, and, for a 
few months, Greece has had— 
miracle of miracles—a favorable 
balance of trade. 

But food prices are going 
up, unemployment is serious 
and the challenge of better 
living standards in a country 
with one acre per capita of 
arable land and limited re- 
sources to develop (and lim- 
ited means to develop them) 
is formidable indeed. 


Marshal Papagos also has to 
cope with the delicate problem 
of a royal family that takes a 
too active interest in -politics. 
One hears that lively Queen 
Frederika, already the nation’s 
first social worker as well as 
first lady, would like to rule as 
well as reign. 

Opposition leaders like So- 
phocles Venizelog of the Liberal 
party and beloved old Gen. 
Nicholas Plastiras of the left- 
of-center Progressives feel that 
the government savors too 
much of the right and the “eco- 
nomic oligarchy” and that more 
attention must be paid to the 
welfare of the masses and sal- 
aried people if the Kremlin's 
new “popular front” appeal is 
not to make inroads on long- 
suffering Greece. 

But there is no conflict on 
foreign policy: as in Turkey, the 
various political leaders reflect 
the will of the Greek people to 
participate fully and loyally in 
the Western defense system. A 
young American who was travel- 
ing in the remote mountain vil- 
lages of the north soon after 
Greece was admitted to NATO 
told me that everywhere he 
found the peasants touchingly 
proud and enthusiastic about be- 
longing to this community of 
free nations. Again, I was re- 
minded of what I saw and heard 
in Turkey. . 

But Greece faces two as yet 
unanswered questions. First, 
can the nation’s postwar re- 
covery continue if United 
States aid stops altogether as 
expected in 1955

The second riddle confront- 
ing Greece is whether to re- 
duce a proportionately large 
army (ten divisions) that eats 
up 40 per cent of her budget, 
and to devote some of this rev- 
enue to strengthening the 
economy. Stern Marshal Papa- 
gOs says, Army is a tre- 
mendous burden, but national 
security has first priority. We 
won't reduce by one man as 
long as present conditions pre- 
vail.” 

Marshal] Papagos, by the way, 


would welcome Yugoslavia into 
NATO because “all countries 
who want to be free should form 
a great coalition,” and he great- 
ly deplores the ill will between 
Yugoslavia and Italy. Italy, too, 
is essential to Balkan strength. 

Today, the free Balkans are 
solid and strong. Greece and 
Turkey are ready to give a good 
account of themselves against 
any aggression. Thanks to Mar- 
shal Tito of Yugoslavia, the 
West has driven a bridgehead 
into Eastern Europe.

Historica] Precedents. 


If you accept that as a rea- 
sonable premise, it then has cer- 
tain consequences for both in- 
ternal-and external policies. The 
History of the Soviet Union from 
the time of the 1917 revolution 
has demonstrated pretty clearly 
that the Soviet Union embarks 
on a, let us say, positive foreign 
policy only when it is satisfied 
that the internal situation is 
thoroughly under control, that 
there is no internal threat to 
the security of the regime, In 
a situation where a power strug- 
gle is going-on on the inside, 
you do not have this prerequi- 
site for a positive foreign policy. 

Therefore, I would suggest 
that one conclusion which 
might be made with respect 
to American foréign policy is 
that, until a real and recog- 
nized successor to Stalin 
emerges, the chances are that 
the foreign policy of the So- 
viet Union wiil be on the mod- 
erate and conciliatory side, 
and it will not be inclined to 
embark on foreign adventures 
until the internal situation is 
back under control. 

Q. Just how bad is the in- 
ternal situation in Russia at the 
moment? 

A. That’s a question that re- 
quires a lot of analysis. If you 
mean, is the internal situation 
such that (a) the control of the 
present clique at the top is 
threatened and that (b) there is 
a likelihood of internal disturb- 
ances of such an order of mag- 
nitude that the control of the 
Communist party over the So- 
viet Union is threatened, I 
would say there is no indication 
that the internal situation is 
that bad. What, however, you 
apparently have at the present 
time is that the various power 
factors in the Soviet regime, 
namely, the army, the party and 
the police, are all jockeying for 
position, and that the individuals 
who, theoretically at least, can 
command the allegiance of these 
various power factors are en- 
gaged in the process of attempt- 
ing to eliminate one another, 
with each one presumably seek- 
ing to come out on top. 

Q. As a result of Beria’s elimi- 
nation, are things in more tur- 
moil or are they more stable? 

A. It seems to me that the 
removal of Beria is the first 
step in the power struggle, 
but it is far from solved, Cer- 
tainly as of now nobody has 
succeeded to Stalin's mantle, 
and. whether Mr. Molotov, Mr. 
Malenkov, or somebody else 
eventually will is anybody's 
guess. 

Q. If you assumed that the 
army candidate landed on top, 
would that argue for a differ- 
ence in foreign policy? 

A. I'm not at all sure that 
it’s sound speculation to assume 
that the army is a monolith on 
this subject..I think there well 
might be different schools of 
thought within the army, just as 
there are in any other group. 
There probably are at least some 
elements of the army who might 
advocate a fairly adventurous 
war. My feeling would be, how- 
ever, that the controlling ele- 
ments in the army would prob-

Q. Where do we go from 
here? Is Russia likely to be- 
come isolationist? Could that 
happen? Could it pull out of 
all its satellites, or does it want 
them as defensive barriers 
against the West? 


A. f can answer that question 
only in this way, 4nd this takes 
a pretty long, sweeping look 
back into Russian history, ante- 
dates the Soviets but is also 
true, I think, of Soviet policy, 
Once the Russians get outside of 
their, let’s say, 1939 borders, for 
a point of reference, their de- 
cision as to whether they remain 
or withdraw from these terri- 
tories is based pretty much on 
their very cold estimate of the 
advantages or disadvantages to 
them of their action.. 

If we are talking, say, of Zast- 
ern Germany, and if the Krem- 
lin should calculate that by re- 
maining in Eastern Germany 
they are going to be faced with 
this dilemma whereby the Ger« 
mans are restive, are kicking up 
their heels at the time, requir- 
ing the Russians either to put 
the screws on or to make con- 
cessions which, in turn, would 
lead to further difficulties, that 
the game isn't worth a candle to 
them, then I think they would 
seriously consider withdrawing

Déring that time a great 
many letters passed between 
‘the two, and some of those 
letters are among the most 
interesting in all the copious 
Carlyle correspondence, The 
courtship letters—one could 
as accurately call them siege 
letters—are delightfully used 
in the biography of Jane 
Welsh Carlyle published last 
year (“Necessary Evil,” .by 
Lawrence and Elisabeth Han- 
son), 


With that book readily 
available, it is small hardship 
to have Lady Bliss’s selection 
omit the pre-marriage ex- 
changes of the “flower of 
Haddington” and her “very 
Phoenix of a friend.”

HE aim of the editor in 
T this volume, as in her sim- 

ilar edition of “Jane Welsh 
Carlyle: A New Selection of 
Her Letters,” recently pub- 
lished in England, is to print 
as full a representation as pos- 
sible from the _ spouse-to- 
spouse letters. 


A virtually unbroken se- 
quence of 747, the letters from 
T.C. to his “Goody,” are part 
of the treasury of Carlyle 
manuscripts bequeathed free 
of copyright by Alexander 
Carlyle to the National Li- 
brary of Scotland. 


No . previously published 
treatment of the letters can 
approach this in comprehen- 
siveness and in completeness 
of its parts. Only those let- 
ters have been omitted which 
are of little interest (“detailed 
accounts of sleep, doses of 
castor oil”) and those which 
repeat portions or all of 
others. Here, then, is the 
epistolary record of Thomas 
Carlye’s unbroken devotion to 
‘the wife from whom he was 
separated at one time or 
another by the necessary trav- 
els of one or both.

HE letters flowed from a 
Tre that was usually vig- 

orous, highly articulate, 
often eloquent and almost al- 
ways picturesque. There is 
little or none of a lover's ten- 
derness in them. A “taciturn 
man emotionally,” Carlyle 
lamented frequently his in- 
ability to tell Jane adequately 
how dear she was to him. But, 
fluent in the narrative of things 
done, places visited, people 
seen (and endured), work ac- 
complished, pains transcend-

ed and a wealth of other op- 
portunities for his pungent 
comment and whiplash invec- 
tive, he was distinctively ex- 
pressive. 

His phrasing has, of course, 
become a byword; its energy 
and vividness were generally 
on the level of his unsympa- 
thetic indictment of the aging 
and ailing Coleridge as “sunk 
inextricably in the depths of 
putrescent indolence.”

Bu he had other gifts be- 


sides those for the mor- 

dant and astringent, and 
the “most delightful, enthusi- 
astic, contemptuous, affection- 
ate, sarcastic, capricious, 
warm - hearted, lofty - minded, 
half-devil, half-angel of a 
woman” whom he loved 
called them forth in pre- 
telephone abundance. 


The writer who often ad- 
jured himself, “Be silent, be 
calm, be not mad,” was as- 
suredly no epistolary Trap- 
pist, and his calm was a state 
under so many attacks from 
bores (and boors), bugs, block- 
heads, gratuitous noise, celeb- 
rity-seekers and the like, that 
some of his finest letters are 
those raucous with ridicule or 
rumbling with resentment. 

This is a long way of saying 
that these letters vibrate with 
personality. Carlyle, said Rus- 
kin, was “born in the clouds 
and struck by lightning.” 
Close reading of his newsy, 
gossipy man-to-wife letters 
compels corroboration, -They 
can reek of brimstone, but 
they are full of ozone, too. 

To be sure, his temperament 
sometimes betrayed him into 
injustice. He spoke his mind

always; and always with en- 
ergy, even fierceness. 

“We saw Charlie Lamb 
(Elia) at tea: a miserable, 
drink - besotted, spindle- 
shanked skeleton of a body; 
whose ‘humor,’ as it is called, 
seemed to me neither more 
nor less than a fibre of genius 
shining through positive de- 
lirium and crackbrainedness 
(‘verrucktheit’), and would be 
to me the most intolerable of 
nuisances.” 

Lamb was then old, Carlyle 
young; Lamb was whimsical, 
Carlyle sternly rational. The 
world’s readers have laughed 
at that sardonic summary; 
that is, when they have not 
winced. ' 

The full flavor of Carlyle’s 


epistolary personality is not 
to be derived from fugitive 
fragments in a review. Im- 
plicit in these letters is minor 
but heartening rebuttal of 
psychologizers who have mag- 
nified the morbid in the re- 
lationship of 


Carlye and 
his “Screamikin.” 

To his “Necessary Evil” he 
wrote, “I have the strength of 
20,000 Cockneys, while thou 


art with me.”

HEN poet Robert Hill-

Neiman-Marcus depart- 
ment store in Dallas, Tex., he 
became convinced that taste 
and beauty had finally begun 
to enter daily trade. “If beau- 
ty is in trade,” he said, “then 
taste is being educated and 
developed; for, once beauty 
has been sighted, nothing else 
will do.” 

Hig remark, of course, has 
general validity. The store 
that fails to recognize the 
trend is headed for rough 
sledding. 

The words of Pulitzer prize- 
winner Hillyer are something 
slightly different from the fer- 
vid declarations of Texans 
themselves, who are not ex- 
actly known for hiding their 
light under a bushel. One 
friend of the Marcus family, 
for instance, insists Neiman- 
Marcus is “a state of mind, al- 
most a state of grace.”

ITHOUT quite conced- 
Wi the store this latter 

distinction, one should 
point out that Neiman-Marcus 
has a peculiarly fortunate lo- 
cation, deep in the heart of 
the oil country. The Lone 
Star state’s oil industry was 
a two-billion-dollar business 


last year. 
Neiman-Marcus grosses $25,- 
000,000 annually and has 


100,000 charge customers scat- 
tered over the globe. Recently, 
$150,000 worth of vicuna coats 
were window-displayed ‘and 
sold in a single day. Where 
else could this happen? 

Mr. Tolbert, a Dallas News 
staff member, has collected 
comments, facts and fancies 
in this informal, highly read- 
able story of a fabulous store 
“always a-fever with ideas” in 
its 87 shops in six six-story 
buildings. 

One thing that badly need- 
ed doing Mr. Tolbert does 
rather well: He pins back the 
ears of a couple of other news- 
paper men (Jack Lait and Lee 
Mortimer) for their “confi- 
dential” guide book's scanda- 
lous charges about Neiman- 
Marcus models. 

In addition to models, the 
establishment boasts salesmen 
and executives. But there are 
no clerks at Neiman-Marcus!

This opening paragraph of 
Richard Sullivan’s new novel 
tells the setting in time and 
place, if it does not quite in- 
clude the fact that the locale 
is Baysweep, a town not far 
from Milwaukee on Lake 
Michigan. It also intimates 
that the old house at Congress 
Court is going to play a big 
part in the story. 

The fact is that the ornate 
domicile is the hero of the 
story although the Webber 
family —father, mother and 
three daughters— are hardly 
less heroic ingtheir devotion 
to the old house. As the story 
opens, Landlord McClay, in 
his extremely tight pin-striped 
blue mohair suit, is at the 
door.

HE news is that the Web- 

bers must move out. But 

after 20 years of living and 
loving at 311 they don’t want 
to go. They have Catholic co- 
hesiveness and German attach- 
ment for the things they know 
and have worked with and 
care for. How it all works out 
at 311 Congress Court—that 
is the story. En route to the 
climax is a lot of lively, spir- 
ited, amusing talk, plus some 
wisdom.

TRANSLATION of the

Despite Cardano’s love of 
gambling, he presented con- 
vincing arguments why others 
should avoid its lure and why 
they should gamble only for 
small stakes if the urge could 
not’ be overcome.

Gambling, Dr. Cardano ac- 
knowledged sadly, is a natural 
evil which quite properly is 
fit for discussion by a medical 
doctor “like one of the incur- 
able diseases.”

HAT to do about gam- 
bling is a problem as old 
as civilization itself. The 
Romans once deprived gam- 
blers of citizenship. At other 
times and in other countries 
gamblers were put to death.

Courses to Be Opened to 
Qualified Graduates 
of High Schools.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (UP) 
—The Army disclosed plans to- 
day to expand its roster of 
atomic weapons specialists by 
opening up training courses to 
qualified high school graduates. 

Secretary Robert T. Stevens 
announced that such men now 
may enlist in the regular Army 
specifically for atom weapon 
training. The move was taken, 
he said, “in further recognition 
of the increasing importance of 
atomic weapons.in the army.” 

Under the new training pro- 
gram, successful applications will 
enroll in one of four courses 
given at the Armed Forces spe- 
cial weapons project, Sandia, 
N. M. Later they will be as- 
signed to atomic weapons support 
units. The courses are: weapons 
assembly, electrical technician, 
electronic technician, and nu- 
clear technician. 

Besides certain minimum ed- 
ucational requirements Stevens 
said, education or experience in 
the radar and radio fields is de- 
sirable but not essential. 

The special courses, Stevens 
said, also are open to enlisted }

The CIO’s official newspaper 
says editorially that the Eisen- 
hower administration has, 
through its appointments and 
policies, “convinced many Amer- 
icans that it is a big business 
government.” 

It now runs the danger of 
“responding too readily to anti- 
labor forces both within and 
without the government,” the 
News says. 

It says the resignation of 
Durkin, former head of the AFL 
plumbers and steamfitters’ un- 
ion, was “both applauded and 
regretted by the unions of the 
CIO and AFL.” 

His action was applauded, it 
continues, because workers feit 
Durkin did the right thing in 
leaving government when his 
suggestions for revising the Taft- 
Hartley act were overruled “and 
agreements into which he had 
entered were violated.” 

“His resignation was regretted 
because it symbolizes so directly 
‘the dimming of a hope—a hope 
that President Eisenhower would 
not fall prey to the big business 
sentiments of the men who dom- 
inate his official family,” the 
editorial says. 

During his campaign last year, 
the CIO organ went on, Eisen- 
hower promised “fairness and 
justice” in amending the Taft- 
Hartley Act and spelled out 
some changes he thought neces- 
sary. 

Since then, it says, “many of 
the promises that swung _ inde- 
pendent voters to Eisenhower 
have been forgotten.” 

It says Durkin “took these 
promises at face value” but the 
President listened to those who 
would make the Taft-Hartley 
Act “even more severe against 
unions.’ 

“So successful were they that 
the President declined even to 
accept Taft-Hartley amendments 
that had been pxsoposed by the 
late Senator Taft,” it asserts. 

The News quotes the Wall 
Street Journal as saying Secre- 
tary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks organized a_ business 
man’s cabinet committee to sabo- 
tage any Durkin pro-labor Taft- 
Hartley law changes.

EAST GERMAN REDS PLEDGE 
END OF FOOD RATIONING 


BERLIN, Sept. 19 (AP)—East 
German Deputy Premier Walter 
Ulbricht promised tonight that 
food rationing would be abol- 
ished next summer in. Red- 
ruled East Germany. 

Ulbricht said in a speech at 
an East Berlin meeting of the 
Communist party’s central com- 
mittee that inflated prices of 
state-owned stores would be cut. 
State-run stores have the ex- 
clusive right to sell hard-to-get 
items such as unrationed meat, 
fat, sugar and other foodstuffs 
at prices out of reach for the 
average East German. 

Lifting of food rationing and 
price cuts were promised in an 
apparent attempt to appease 
East Germans who have braved 
Communist police controls to 
pick up almost 5,000,000 food 
parcels in West Berlin in the last 
two months.

operated by out of state pro- 
moters, through letters mailed 


from New York City and Nor-

All letters are iden- 
tical, and hundreds of.local citi- 
zens have asked the bureau for 
information. 

Investigation disclosed these 
out of state promoters own sites 
on the banks of the Lake of the 
Ozarks, about 200 miles from St. 
Louis. Thousands of letters are 
mailed weekly indicating that 
selection of lots must be made 
the following Friday, Saturday 
or Sunday. A high pressure 
sales force on the premises is 
ready to induce purchase of lots 
to those who fall for the appeal. 
The lots range in four and five 
tiers from the lake side, and no 
provision has been made for 
sewage, sanitation or mainte-

This year Hale planted so 
many inported varieties that his 
patch is like a miniature United 
Nations. He is also growing 
glamourous new American varie- 
ties, of course, as well as tried 
and tested old timers. 

His dahlias are started as cut- 
tings in a small lean-to green 
house, made from storm sashes. 
At planting time in May, he puts 
two dahlias beside each support. 
These supports are spaced three 
feet apart, for clese planting 
seems to protect the dahlies 
from summer heat. The soil is 
also kept cool and moist by a 
heavy mulch of soybean hay. 
Since there were no restrictions 
on ‘use of water Hale irrigated 
the patch regularly with a soil 
soaker. 


Plenty of Water. 


“I use water, and plenty of it 

two or three weeks before the 
show,” he explains. “If I had 
my choice between water and 
fertilizer at blooming time, it 
would certainly be water.” 
+ The day before the show Hale 
goes through the patch and ties 
a' piece of cloth to the stalks 
with the best blooms. In the 
evening, or very early morning 
before the show, he picks the 
blooms. 

“Vicki holds the ee 
while I cut the stems. We put 
them into five-gallon lard cans 
that have been filled with cool 
cistern water. Then we support 
each stem with a bamboo cane, 
fastened with ‘twistems.’ ” 

Hale has fitted his suburban 
motor car with special carrying 
racks. As the pails are loaded 
into the car, the stem of each 
flower is fitted into a notch in 
a wooden support. Fastened se- 
curely in place, the stem is held 
erect, and the blooms are pre- 
vented from touching one an- 
other. Thanks to this pampering, 
his dahlias can travel hundreds 
of miles, and still arrive as fresh 

as the proverbial daisy. 

When they reach the exhibit 
room, Hale picks out containers 
and checks to be sure they do 
not leak. He selects the flowers 
for, each class, cuts the stem to 
the’ proper length (about three 
times the diameter of the 
bloom) and removes all but the 
top two pairs of leaves. He 
stuffs florist’s wax paper around 
the stem in the neck of the con- 
tainer, to hold the bloom and 
stem at the proper angle, fac- 
ing squarely to the front of the 
table. 

Mrs. Hale wipes the leaves 
with a sponge dipped in clean 
water. She also tags and carries 
the flowers to the exhibition ta- 
ble. As a final step, entry cards 
are checked and rechecked, to 
be sure that there are no mis- 
takes that would disqualify the 
bloom, 

Growing show dahlias is a lot 
of work, the Hales admit, but

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Hybridizer Learned About Color 


Orville W. Fay, winner of the 
1953 Dykes Medal, highest 
award of the American Iris So- 
ciety, learned the fundamentals 
of plant breeding in his boy- 
hood days. As a 10-year-old he

soms on his father’s farm. 


Strangely enough, his expe- 
rience as produtcion superin- 
tendent of a candy factory has 
also been helpful. “I had to 
learn about the pH of sirups,” 
he explained, “and I compound- 
ed colors and flavors. «It’s not 
just the same with flowers, of 
course, but it taught me that if

*| ple will recognize as pink, you 
must add a little blue. Pink is 
diluted red with a little blue 
added.” 

'.Fay, who has had more than 
30 years’ experience growing 
flowers, planted ‘a garden soon 
after moving into the trim bun- 
galow on Isabella street, Wil- 
mette, Ill. He started out with 
iris, phlox, daisies, glads, roses 
and mums. At one time he grew 
giant pansies, but the four-inch 


blooms excited so much interest H 


that he was deluged with queries 
about seeds and cultural meth- 
ods. “It was a pest,” he admit- 
ted, so I quit.”

it prevents soft, lush growth and 
produces strong, wiry stems. 

He waters the iris at planting 
time if the soil is dry. Then, 
‘unless there is a severe drouth, 
he stops watering. He has found 
that both irises and hems seem 
to like it on the dry side. The 
hems should be soaked down, 
though, during their blooming 
season. 

He mulches everything in the 
winter, to keep the plants from 
being lifted from the ground. 
The aim isn’t to keep the plants 
warm, but to —, constant 
thawing and freezing of the. soil. 
He simply puts a mulch of marsh 
hay around each poo but 
avoids covering the plants. 


Fallen leaves may also be used 


as a mulch, but they are apt to 
be a sticky mess by spring, he 


says. 
Fay likes to grow plants from 
seed, and he says he just can’t 
help hybridizing. “You get some- 
thing different, and it’s excit- 
ing,” he explains. “Everyone 
likes to gamble a bit—some on 
horses, and others on plants. 
“Hybridizing is certainly the 
most economical way to get 
beautiful flowers. I spend money 
for fertilizers, but not for plants. 
If I see a flower that I like, all 
I want is a little pollen and I 
figure that I can have a better 
plant in a few years. It has al- 
ways worked out so far. All you

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (UP) | 


~The Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation 
crime was committed every 4.3 
minutes 
during the first half of 1953, 
and the year bids fair to pile 
up the nation’s worst crime toll 
in history. 

The Bureau made public its 
half-yearly collection of crime 
data skowing 1,047,290 major 
crimes were committed between 
Jan. 1 and July 1 of this year, 
an increase of 25 per cent over 
the first half of 1952. 

Total crimes in 1952 amount- 
ed to 2,036,510, the highest up 
to that yo€r. The FBi said if the 
present rate continues, this year 


will Surpass that record and |--- 


reach a new crime peak. 
Classification of Crimes. 


Here is the FSI’s breakdown 
of crimes in the first half of 
this year: Murder, 3390; negli- 
gent manslaughter, 3080; rape, 
8860; robbery, 29,610; assault, 
45,630 burglary,'232,510; larceny 
or theft, 611,610 and auto theft, 
112,600. ; 

All of these figures represent- 
ed increases over the corre- 
sponding period of 1952. The in- 
creases range from 0.6 per cent 
in murders to 8.4 per cent in 
assaults. 

The FBI said a major crime of 
murder, manslaughter, rape or 
assault with intent to kill was 
committed every 4.3 minutes 
during the six-month period. 
Each day, it said, had an aver- 
age of 252 assaults, 622 auto 
thefts, 1285 burglaries and 3379 
larcenies.

REPORTS OF SOVIET| 


PILOTS FIGHTING IN 
KOREA CONFIRMED 


SEOUL, Sept. 19 (UP)—The 
Allied air commander in Korea 
announced today that investiga- 
tion has confirmed reports that 
Russian pilots flew some of the 
Soviet-built jets that battled 
United States Sabres in “MIG 
alley.” 

Lt. Gen. Samuel E. Anderson, 
commander of the United States 
Fifth Air Force, said that about 
one-third—400 out of 1300—of 
the MIG-15 jets based in the 
Manchurian “sanctuary” bore 
Russian rather than Red Chinese 
markings. 

He did not say that all 400 of 
the planes were manned by So- 
viet pilots, but he said there is 
no doubt “we did fight Russian 


'air force units.” 


Returning prisoners had re- 
ported repeatedly that not only 
Russians but Communists from 
various Soviet satellite countries 
in Europe were thrown against 
American fighter planes over 
Korea. Anderson’s. statement 
was the first official confirma- 
tion of the reports.

World War II research result-

A report just published by the 
National Lumber Manufacturers’ 
Association tells how simple 
wooden shelters in the base- 
ments of two wood frame houses 
survived an atomic blast during 
tests last March in the Nevada 
desert. 

Two types of wooden shelters, 
a lean-to and a corner room, 
were constructed in the base- 
ments of both test houses. The 
houses were located about two- 
thirds of a mile and a mile and 
a-half from ground zero—the 
point directly below a 300-foot 
tower from which the explosion 
was set off. The atomic blast 
was equal to some 15,000 tons 
of TNT—about 25 per cent less 
than the A-bombs dropped on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki during 
World War II, 

In the house closest to ground 
zero,- the shelters remained vir- 
tually intact despite collapse of 
the first and second stories. The 
N.L.M.A. report said the test in- 
dicated that under similar con- 
ditions persons inside the shel- 
ters would be safe from falling 
debris and flying missiles. 

Wood Prevents Crashing. 

An important factor here, ac- 


cording to the report, was the | 


manner in which the first and 
second stories of the house col- 
lapsed,

explained that the resiliency and 
integration of parts in the wood 
frame construction prevented 
the upper floors of the house 
from crashing into the basement 
in a compact heap of heavy rub- 
ble.

International News Service Staff 
Correspondent, 
WASHINGTON, D. C. — An 
unusual summertime lull in 
home building, caused mainly 
by nationwide shortages of mort- 
gage credit, is preventing 1953 
from becoming another record 

housing year. 

But the latest government re- 
ports make it a sure bet that 
this will be the third or pos- 
sibly fourth best housing year in 
history with more than a mil- 
Hon new dwellings in produc- 
tion. 

A Federal Reserve board sur- 
vey early this year showed that 
Americans planned to buy l,- 
800,000 new homes in 1953, 
about 400,000 more units than 


gust home building report of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

BLS reports another two per 
cent decline in home building in 
August, the fourth straight 
month of moderete production 
decreases. The 94,000 units 
started. last month compares 
with 96000 in July and 103,000 
in June. 

So far this year, builders have 
started 769,800 new houses and 
apartments, just slightly more 
than the 767,500 reported for 
the first eight months of 1952. 

However, it seems doubtful 
that output the rest of this year 
will match the same four months 
in 1952 when the industry ex- 
perienced a sharp upturn in 
building due to the lifting of 
government controls. 

For this reason, total volume 
this year is expected to fall be- 
low the 1,127,000 units started 
in 1952 and total between the 
1,025,100 units reported for 1949 
and the 1,091,300 in 1951.

In fact, I believe the public 
probably thinks that all the 
mortgage institutions have got- 
ten together and said “Look 
here! Mortgage rates have 
been too low, let’s raise them 
and make the public pay.” This 
is the farthest from the facts. 


The recent rise in mortgage 
interest rates has been brought 
about by two general conditions: 
first, the Government’s fiscal 
policy to make money harder to 
borrow in order to combat in- 
flation and, second, the supply 
of money available for real es- 
tate loans has been smaller than 
the demand. This _ situation 
didn’t happen overnight, but be- 
came effective when the Federal 
Reserve took its support away 
from the Government bond mar- 
ket and the FNMA discontinued 
buying loans on the secondary 
market. 


It’s Most Difficult. 


If you will look at the sta- 
tistics you will find that many 
more mortgages have been re- 
corded so far in 1953 than for 
the same period im 1952, es- 
pecially by the savings and loan 
associations and general. mort- 
gage companies, including pri- 
vate lenders.

the financing of a record amount 
of commercial and industrial 
building. 


It is most difficult for even 
the economists to relate all the 
fattors that effect interest rates 
on mortgages, let alone an un- 
derstanding by the general pub- 
lic of the interplay of these 
many economic conditions. It 
is not only the supply and de- 
mand of money for mortgages 
that affects the mortgage rate 
but also the supply and demand 
for all kinds of money—yes! not 
only money to finance our Fed- 
eral expenditures and support 
our allies but also money needed 
to buy a car and send Junior 
to college. 

Let's think of money as & 
‘commodity like vegetables that 
‘may be sold in a store. If crops 
‘are poor and the supply is short 
‘in one area and the demand is 
‘consistent or increasing, : prices 
will be bid up (assuming no 
Government control). With the 
‘prices up in one area, vegetables 
‘will soon be shipped in from 
other areas and the prices will 
‘come down. At the same time 
these vegetables will compete 
with the demand for other types 
‘of food products. The same is 
true with money. The rate of 
interest will. vary depending on 
'what the money is used for and

‘probably one of the most staple 
of the “commodities” and the

of money and the rate of {nter- 
est has been closely regulated 
by the Federal Reserve Board 
and the Treasury Department, 
but these powers are even 
limited especially when the reg- 
ulations are contrary to the laws 
of supply and demand. 

Now, how does this all effect 
us today? Mortgage interest 
rates declined steadily from 
1932 to 1949, due a great deal 
to a large supply and a smaller 
demand for mortgage money. 
These rates were ready to rise 
around 1949 but the Federal 
policy persisted in keeping them 
low until early 1951 at which 
time the going rate was 44. 
per cent. This was a decline 
from a 6 per cent, going, mort- 
gage rate in 1932. The Govern- 
ment was no longer able to con- 
trol interest rates again slipped 
back with Government influence 
until 1952, at which time they 
again started to rise. Finally this 
spring a further and a sharp 
rise took effect so that the go- 
ing: rate of interest is now in 
the neighborhood of 5 per cent. 
This is still much lower than 
the going rate that prevailed 
during the '20e:.and early ‘30s 
and certainly is low in relation 
to the increase in the cost of 
labor and material that make up 
the cost of a home. 
Although individual home 
purchasers and builders gen 
erally have been adversely af- 
fected by this rise in interest 
rates, St. Louls has been for- 
tunate.

Not Like An Annuity. 

Those social security taxes 
that are taken out of your pay 
check simply are not buying 
anything comparable to a pri- 
vate annuity. 

If you earn more than $75 a 
month in employment “covered” 
by social security you can’t get 
any social security retirement 
benefits—not until you are 75. 
Nor can you get them if you 
earn more than $900 a year in 
self-employment (that figures 
out at $75 a month, too) except 
in certain activities.

Dn Current River 


Float Trip Through | 
Good Bird Territory

‘@ RIVER valley with its thickly wooded banks and con- 
\stantly changing terrain makes naturally good bird 
; and to this rule, the Current is certainly no 


‘exception, The downstream journey on a float trip pre- 


sents an ever-varying scene 


and each bit of landscape 
seems favored by certain 
species, so that you start 
watching for them as you 
paddle along. Now and 
then, drifting swiftly down 
some chute with a high 
clay bank, you will see 
many pairs of the plainly 
marked though. graceful 
bank swallows as they 


dart from their nests in 


pursult of insects. These 
nest in colonies, often 
honeycombing the bank 
with the small excavations 
where they raise their 
young. These are the 
most retiring of the swal- 
lows, generally building 


ok where they are not mo- 


most often in the high cut bank of a 


lested by man and 
lake or stream. 

At the lower end of the run where the swallows nest, 
there will almost always be found a pair of kingfishers 
hunting in the shallows. For these are also excavators, 
nesting close beside the swallows in the clay bank. They 
are among the most skillful of all fishermen. If one is 
fortunate, he may watch the parent bird after a successful 
foray, carrying a minnow or crayfish to its young.

On our recent trip from Van Buren to Doni- 
phan, it seemed to us that the various species of 
herons were unusually numerous. Perhaps the rea- 

son for this is that, as the cover on the unburned 

forest floor grows deeper and the run-off slows 

down, more vegetation grows in the shallow water 

of the river. This in turn provides cover for more 

aquatic insects, frogs, crayfish and minnows which, 

in their turn, support a larger population of the 

birds that depend on them for food. The largest 

of the herons is, of course, the great blue, which 

stands four feet high and has an equally impressive 

wing-spread.

@ YOUNG ADULTS of the little blue heron family, a 
closely related species, are pure white in color except for 
a touch ef slate blue at the tips of the wing primaries. 
Several times we sew these fine-looking birds perched 
along slanting limbs which project from the water. 
egrets, also, have become quite common visitors during our 
Missouri summers; beautiful white birds that have yellow 
bills and black legs and feet. All of these larger herons 
are eormmmonly called “cranes” by the country folk, though 
it has been many a year since a flock of sandhill cranes 
strayed into the Ozarks and even longer since the great 
whooping crane migrated up and down our flyway.

There are three smaller members of the heron 

family which can be seen along the Ozark rivers 

if you keep a weather eye peeled, though all these 

are entirely different from their long-legged cous- 

ins. These are the American and least bitterns and 

the little green heron which has very little green 

about it, being predominantly brown except for a 

few bluish-green feathers in its crest and along the 

back and shoulders,

@ SONGBIRDS LIKE BEST the deeply wooded stretches 
of the stream, but most of these must be identified by their 
songs, since the canoe floats too swiftly for accurate ob- 
‘servation. The cardinal is, of course, conspicuous along the 
banks and sings throughout the day. Often you'll hear a 
wren fussing busily in some pile of driftwood and now and 
then you will catch a flash of iridescent blue as an indigo 
bunting crosses from one side of the river to the other. 
Yellowthroat and hooded warbler sing from the thickets 
and now and then a Bobwhite whistles its clear challenge 


from the narrow field of a river-bottom farm. Frequently 
you'll hear a cuckoo call its harsh note—the “rain crow” 
ef the country folk—and if you watch closely, may see it 
winging silently across the stream.

2 Among the so-called predatory birds, the most 
eommon is the red-shouldered hawk; a big, broad- 
winged, soaring bird which glides in ever-widening 
circles overhead and often attracts attention by its 
persistent call—a shrill “cree-e-e, cree-e-e.” This 
fellow unfortunately still enjoys a bad reputation 
with most farmers, as the colloquial name “chicken 
hawk” indicates. Yet actually almost 100 per cent 
of his diet consists of mice, small snakes, frogs and 
insects which the farmer would certainly call in- 
jurious.

@ THE TRUE PREDATORY HAWKS —the sharp shin and 
Cooper's hawk—are less seldom seen along the river be- 
cause they prefer more open terrain for their hunting 
ground. The big owls that live in the deep timber are 
seldom seen in daytime, but both the great horned owl 
and the barred owl—“Old Eight-Hooter,” as it is ealled— 
make their presence known in no uncertain terms when 
darkness falls. 

If there were one bird, however, which we had to 
designate ag “king of the Current river,” it would be the 
pileated woodpecker. Seldom is there a time throughout 
the day when you are not conscious of the wild and ringing 
ery of the big “cock of the woods.” He was the first bird 
we saw each morning on our trip, driving across the river 
on strong, staccato wing-beat. And on our last night in 
camp, one came to rest in plain view in an oak tree on the 
bluff across from us, with ‘his red cockade erect as he ham- 
mered away. Nor would we want a finer bird to typify the 
wilderness country of our Missouri Ozarks.

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Target for Tomorrow—MARS | 


Is man almost ready to 

leave his home ef a million 
years—the earth—and ven- 
ture restlessly te ether 
worlds ... inte space, te the 
moon?

A journey to Mars has 
been blueprinted. The fellow- 
ing article, first ef two, de- 
scribes in detafl the grand 
outline of man’s grandest ad- 
venture.

NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (INS). 


T lies red, remote, silent in 

the evening sky — another 

world, earth's brother planet, 
far across a gulf of unspeakable 
darkness and cold. 

This is Mars—man's target 
for tomorrow. 

It lies 50,000,000 miles away, 
but not beyond the reach of 
man’s imagination. And perhaps 
ec beyond reach of man him- 
self. 


The sky is no longer the limit. 
Man has already reached the 
“aeropause,” the twilight border 
between earth’s atmosphere and 
space. Pilotless rockets have 
gone beyond, and _ returned. 
Plans for a “space station,” an 
artificial satellite circling the 
earth, already are on the draw- 
ing boards and in military budg- 
ets: That is today's target. 


Tomorrow's target, counting 
“tomorrow” as our generation, 
or our children’s generation, is 
Mars. And “tomorrow” may be 
closer than we think. 


Scientists — right now — be- 
lieve we can thrust an expedi- 
tion to Mars with chemical rock- 
et-fuels already in use, with 
space-ship designs already on 
the drawing board, with knowl- 
edge already accumulated, and 
they are working on the project. 

This is a blueprint for that 
journey, drafted in minute de- 
tail by Dr. Wernher Von Braun, 
creator of the German V-2, di- 
rector of the United States 
Army’s guided missiles develop- 
ment project, one of the world’s 
foremost rocket engineers. 

He plots man’s course to Mars 
in the equation-packed, techni- 
cal pages of a forthcoming book 
called—with dramatic simplicity 
—“The Mars Project.” His blue- 
print is rough but complete down 
to the last ounce of fuel re- 
quired, the design of rocket mo- 
tors, the number of seconds for 
acceleration thrusts and inter- 
planetary coasting, the details of 
navigation for the long journey. 

| x «x * 


T explodes the pseudo-scien- 
| titic fiction fantasies of inter- 

planetary flight. This, says 
Von Braun, is the real picture: 

A single trip to Mars and back 
will take nearly three years. It 
will be made—if at all—not by 
one space ship, not by some 
“lonesome thermos bottle, escap- 
ing earth's gravity and drifting 
toward Mars,” but by a flotilla 
of 10 space rockets. 

It will be accomplished not by 
“some heroic adventurer and 
his little band of bold adven- 
turers” but by at least 70 men, 
specially picked and trained for 
years. It will take place in three 
stages. All equipment, fuel and 
personnel—and all the parts for 
constructing the 10 interplane- 
tary space-rockets — will be 
hauled by a fleet of rocket “fer- 
ries” to an orbit 1000 miles 
above earth. There—circling the 


earth at more than 15,000 miles ¢ 


an hour like an artificial moon 
—the mass of equipment will be 
sorted out and put together. 


In the second stage, the 10 
space ships (seven for passen- 
gers, three for cargo) will blast 
off—aimed not for Mars but for 
the point that Mars will reach 
260 days and 50,000,000 miles 
later. And in the third stage, 
the space ships will be “moored” 
in an orbit around Mars, circling 
endlessly while special rocket 
“landing ships” carry men down 
to the Martian surface. 

More than a year later, the 
rockets will carry the explorers 
back to their ships—still circling 
Mars—and, at the precise sec- 
ond determined by astronomical 
navigation, the long trip back 
will begin. 

The project will req 6,000,- 
000 tons of fuel, and several bil- 
lion dollars. It will need, Von 
Braun says, the “co-ordinated 
might” of scientists, technicians 
. . « astronomers, physicians, 
mathematicians, engineers, 
physicists, chemists and test 
pilots. 

It will use up tons of rations, 
water, oxygen, instruments and 
expeditionary equipment, but yet 
“the requirements for a large, 
elaborate expedition to Mars are 
no greater than those for a 
minor mili operation extend- 
ing over a limited theater of 
war.”

is equalled by his outward-bound 
acceleration, he will be weight- 
less, perhaps drifting aim'<ssly 
about in the confines of his 
spherical cabin. 


Against these hazards, he can 
pit brain-power and scientific 
technique, and science has al- 
ready worked out partial answers 
to many of these problems. Be- 
cause man has never left the 
earth, there is one unsolved 
question-mark, Von Braun ad- 
mits: 


“What we do not know is 
whether any man is capable of 
remaining bodily distant from 
this earth for nearly three years 
and returning in spiritual and 
bodily health... .” 


In other words, the Mars- 
bound man even when protected 
from radiation sickness, pressure 
sickness, heat sickness — may 
still be homesick. And with 
nothing to do but sit and wait 
and watch the stars for eight 
months and 20 days, the actual 
trip-time between planets, he 
may be bored, too. 


But Von Braun cheerfully 
points out that we know more, 
now, about the problems of 
Martian flight than Columbus 
knew of the Atlantic’s perils in 
1492. And Columbus made it. 

It’s the first 1000 miles that’s 
the hardest phase of “The Mars 
Project.” To make it, he will 
ride “conventional” three-stage 
rockets—up against the tremen- 
dous pull of earthly gravity—to 
a point 1075 miles above the 
surface. 

There, his rocket’s tremendous 
speed—15,840 miles an hour— 
will exactly balance the gravita- 
tion pull, and so he will go free- 
wheeling endlessly around the 
earth on his own orbit, circling 
the globe once every two hours 
like a tiny, racing moon. 

And there, on a previously 
constructed “space station” or 
artificial satellite, he will as- 
semble the 10 big space-ships 
that will — with an additional 
burst of speed—carry him from 
this ‘round-theearth orbit to 
Mars.

HE “space station” will be 
made up of freighter rocket 
ships previously blasted into 
space beyond the pull of gravity. 

Experts preview the “space 
station” in two ways. In its 
simplest form it would be com- 
posed of several of the freight- 
laden rocket ships, lashed to- 
gether after they have reached 
the non-friction area of space. 
The cargo holds of these ships 
would yield the materials to 
build the space ships for Mars. 
They would be assembled in 
the — by workers using space 
suits. 

Of a more permanent and 
more ambitious nature is the 
plan to construct a more elabo- 
rate space station with. mate- 
rials brought from earth. Using 
this as a base and warehouse, 
workers would then build their 
interplanetary travel ship. 

Because there is no atmos- 
phere 1000 miles up, there will 
be no whistling wind or other 
sensation of motion, and no

circling space station. In their 
holds. they will carry the pre- 
fabricated space-ship sections; 
the chemical fuels for the 
planet-to-planet flight; the tons 
of oxygen, food, water and other 
equipment that will be required, 
“landing-boat” rockets for the 
actual descent on Mars; radio 
equipment, trucks — everything 
the space pioneers will need for 
the long round trip to Mars and 
back.

MPOSSIBLE? No, says Von 
| Braun, but it will take 950 sep- 

arate ferry-rocket flights—and 
eight months of hauling—to do 
the job. Your ferry-boat rocket 
really will be three rockets, one 
mounted atop the other, the sci- 
entist says, and — if you're a 
crewman—your ride will be 
something like this: 

You'll climb into the topmost 
section, shaped like “a stubby 
artillery shell,” and strap your- 
self in. There'll be a mighty roar 
as the lowest rocket motors ig- 
nite—and then a tremendous up- 
ward rush. For 84 seconds, a 
huge acceleration force will 
press against you as you jump 
from zero to 5256 miles an hour. 

If you're still conscious, you'll 
feel a jolt as the first rocket sec- 
tion—its work done—falls off 
with its empty fuel tanks and 
plummets back toward earth, 
some 25 miles down. Then the 
second-section rocket motors will 
ignite—and for another two min- 
utes and four seconds there will 
be another gigantic upwards 
push, boosting your speed to 14,- 
400 miles an hour and your alti- 
tude to 40 miles. Then this sec- 
tion, too, will drop off and the 
rocket motors of your own in- 
habited shell will roar into ac- 
tion. You'll be 63 miles upward 
traveling 18,630 miles an hour. 

For a few minytes more, you'll 
coast at this tremendous speed— 
until you reach a height of 1075 
miles. You've followed a long, 

course—the first 


Outside, the sky will have 
turned blue— a deep, intense 
blue—and finally an inky black, 
pierced by starlight. The earth 


‘ 


will be spread out below like 
some gigantic map. Somewhere, 
down below, parachutes have 
opened to lower the discarded 
first and second rocket sections 
to the ground. Searching crews 
will soon be out to salvage them, 
re-load them in another “piggy- 
back” ferry. 


Your own third-stage cabin 
will be pressurized, of course, 
and supplied with oxygen. 


But now you're 1075 miles up, 
and the rocket motors come on 
again, briefly—in reverse—to de- 
celerate and lower your speed to 
15,840 miles an hour. At this 
speed, and at this distance, your 
circular acceleration will match 
earth's pull and keep you bal- 
anced on your ‘round-the-earth 
orbit. If navigation computations 
have been correct, you'll arrive 
at or close to the circling space- 
station in the same orbit. If not, 
there'll be reserve fuel for spe- 
cial “adaptive maneuvers.” 

You're there—one long step 
closer to Mars. It’s taken less 
than an hour, Now all you : ave 
to do is travel some 50,000,000 
miles more—and, by the calcu- 
lations of “The Mars Project,” 
that’s relatively easy. 

The 10 space-ships for the ac- 
tual trip to Mars will be no mov- 
ing-picture space-ships — svelte, 
streamlined, glistening with 
stainless steel or chrome. In- 
stead, according to the plans, 
each one looks more like some 
amatéur’s attempt to tie to- 
gether four huge medicine balls, 
15 giant oxygen cylinders and 40 
or so big ice-cream cones into 
one clumsy package—with a gi- 
gantic metallic sphere perched 
on top.

HE “medicine balls” are ny- 

lon-and-plastic fuel tanks for 

the first rocket thrust from 
the ‘round-the-earth orbit toward 
Mars. They're at the edge of the 
package so they can be dropped 
off easily as soon 4s they're 
em 


long, slender cylinders 
also are fuel tanks for other 
necessary rocket maneuvers and 
they, too, can be jettisoned. The 
“ice cream cones” are the fun- 
nel-shaped exhaust nozzles of 
rocket. motors. 
The big sphere—33 feet in di- 
ameter—is the cabin, equipped 
with oxygen supplies, water 


tanks, food, portholes, radio 
equipment and airlock and per- 
haps a little “space boat” for 
inter-ship visiting. For the seven 
men inside, this will be “home” 
for almost three years. 

Von Braun can tell you—for 
he has computed it—the proba- 
ble over-all length of the space- 
ship: 135 feet for the seven 
passenger vessels, 210 feet for 
the three interplanetary “freight- 
ers” or cargo rockets. . 

Or the necessary fuel supply, 
4028 tons, including reserves. 
Or-the total weight: 4092 tons. 
On the total area of the rocket 
nozles: 1147 square inches. Or 
the total amount of oxygen each 
crewman will breathe on each 


day for the next 969 days: 2.7. 


pounds. 

He has also estimated that 
the 950 rocket ferry flights nec- 
essary to carry this equipment 
up to the ‘round-the-earth orbit 
will themselves consume 6,000,- 
000 tons of fuel and cost $500,- 
000,000. 

That is, as Von Braun points 
out, about one-tenth the equiva- 
lent amount of gasoline burned 
up in just six months of one 
earthly military operation, the 
Berlin — 

. 


LL this tedious figuring isa 
A reftection of the two great 

considerations that dominate 
the space-flyer’s life and chances 
for survival with cold, immut- 
able certainty: time and the 
force of gravity. 

In the ‘round-the-earth orbit, 
each circling space-ship is bal- 
anced between two forces: the 
pull of earth’s gravity and the 
“angular acceleration” or cen- 
trifugal force of its own speed. 
This is the same force that 
keeps water in a bucket when 
it is swung round and round, 
Once the two forces are bal- 
anced, the rocket motors can be 
cut off and the space-ship will 
coast on a precisely determined 
orbit. 

If the rocket motors are 
turned on again—as they will 
be in the first thrust toward 
Mars —the additional accelera- 
tion will pull the space-ships 
free of earth's attraction and on 
into deeper space. 

And then each ship will be 
balanced between two ‘new 
forces: its own acceleration and 
the gravitational pull of the sun. 
And it will follow a long, ellip- 
tical orbit around the sun — 
wandering through space on in- 
visible gravitational tracks like 
a new planet. 

More than 50,000,000 miles 
later, this orbit will intersect 
the roynd-the-sun path of Mars, 
but only if the space-ships have 
blasted off at exactly the proper 
moment and in a precisely com- 
puted direction. There will be 
enough reserve fuel for minor 
errors, minor corrections. But a 
“miss” of a few seconds is good 
for millions of miles—off course 
—later *. . 


ND so time, too, is a com- 
A petting factor. Every phase 

of the operation, even in- 
cluding the construction of the 
first ferry rockets on earth years 
before the expedition actually 
sets off, must follow a schedule 
—or else. For a space-rocket, 
Von Braun explains, is some- 
thing like a bullet. Once it’s 
aimed, and fired by a single ex- 
plosive charge, it will follow 
only one path and land in only 
one p ws see there is no way 


or failure may well be deter- 
mined, will be one fateful hour 
when the rockets spurt away 
and roar past the moon and be- 
yond, an incredible distance be- 
yond, into the solar system. 

In the dry jeneweae of science, 
it sounds relatively easy, about 
like this: 8

Inside the relatively tiny 
spherical cabin of each space- 
ship, the seven crew-men will 
face problems unlike any we 
have ever known.

There is no “up” because there 
is no gravity. His body — and 
every other object in the cabin 
—Wwill float free. Liquids will 
hang suspended in little globuleg 
instead of pouring. 


He will need the most complex 
air-conditioning system science 
can devise, for the air inside his 
cabin also will be weightless, 
Without special equipment, his 
rocket ride might seem more 
like a prolonged turkish bath,

HE crewmen’s breath witl 

hang motionless before them. 

A warm cloud will envelop 
their bodies. The slightest per- 
spiration might fill the cabin 
with fog. There will be no air 
currents and no heavier and 
lighter air. 


He can sleep balanced on his 
head if he wants to. Human be- 
ings were built to live in the 
earth's gravitational field, and 
no one is certain what will hap- 
pen when _§ skeleton, bones, 
muscles and nerves designed to 
withstand the earth's pull are 
suddenly freed of this burden. 


Of the three systems that give 
man a sense of orientation on 
earth, two—the tiny sense-re- 
ceptors located in all muscles 
(to let you know their position) 
and the labyrinth of the inner 
ear—are built for gravity. Only 
a third—vision—will be use- 
ful. 


The crewman's weightless 
clothes will fit peculiarly. He 
will have to wear a special anti- 
gravity suit with pressure belts 
to stem the rush of blood away 
from the head during the rocket 
ship's acceleration bursts. 


It has been suggested that he 
wear magnetic underwear and 
that one section of the spherical 
cabin be magnetized to give the 
“feel” of a floor. But the sci- 
entists haven't explained how a 
man on a magnetic floor can 
keep his magnetic pants up. 


Actually, there are possible 
solutions for many of these prob- 
lems, An artificial or synthetic 
gravity might be created by 
hooking two space-ships together 
and rotating them around their 
common axis. Or special fast- 
spinning spheres might be at- 
tached to the space-ships. In 
these, too, the centrifugal force 
created by the spin would re- 
semble gravity’s “feel,” and 
might give each crewman at 
least a few hours of normal 
orientation each day. 

Fuel tanks and cabin will be 
self-sealing, to protect against 
small meteoric particles. A 
thick “meteor bumper” will give 
some additional safety. Beyond 
that, the possibility of collision 
with a meteor is a calculated 
risk—and a real*one, for if a 
cabin wall is ripped open, the 
space crewman will have enough 
oxygen in his system for only 
15 seconds of consciouSness. And 
—at the zero atmospheric pres- 
sure of space—his blood will be- 
gin to boil and his body may 
literally explode.

E will have small “space 

boats,” Von Braun predicts,

Trotsky’s first three years 
in Mexico were easy. True, 
a police guard at his house 
was shot in the leg one night, 
but it happened several blocks 
away. In 1940, Mornard ap- 
peared on the scene. His ap- 
pearance coincided with Trot- 
sky’s announcement that he 
was writing a biography of 
Stalin. It would not have 
been a friendly book. 

Shortly after Mornard ar- 
rived, there was an armed 
attack on the Trotsky house. 
About 20 men, some in rented 
military uniforms, entered by 
a gate in the wall. They fired 
about 300 shots and set off 
a few bombs. Trotsky and 
his wife escaped death by 
hiding under a bed as ma- 
chine guns raked the room. 

Mornard, meanwhile, had 
met Trotsky through a mu- 
tual friend and occasionally 
visited the villa. On a rainy 
Aug. 20, 1940, Mornard went 
to Trotsky’s barricaded house. 
Since he was known, the 
guards let him enter without 
question. Over his arm he 
carried a tan raincoat. 

Mornard found Trotsky 
feeding his pet rabbits in the 
courtyard.

ORNARD told police he 
M brought the alpenstock 
into the house under his 
raincoat, the handle having 
been cut down. 

In his pocket police found 
a letter, dated that day, ex- 
plaining his reasons for the 
attack on Trotsky. He said 
he had been a faithful Trot- 
skyite but became “pro- 
foundly disillusioned” with 
Trotsky after meeting him. 
He said the reason was that 
Trotsky “proposed I should 
go to Russia to organize a 
series of attempts, the first 
one against Stalin.” 

Later, under questioning, 
he dropped his plea and said 
he’ had become angry when 
Trotsky criticized his article. 


He said he struck Trotsky 
once on the head and planned 
to commit suicide with the 
pistol. During the trial, he 
changed his story again. He 
said Trotsky called him “a 
military idiot” and he in- 
sulted Trotsky inreturn. The 
old Bolshevik, he said, 
reached for a pistol and in 
self<jefense he struck him 
with the ax. 

Trotsky’s body was cre- 
mated and the ashes buried 
in the courtyard of his sub- 

house. His grave is 
still there, tended by his 
widow who lives in seclusion 
with a young grandson. 

Mornard’s trial ground on 
for three years. Finally, in 
1943, he was sentenced to 
1944 years for the killing and 
six months more for carry- 
ing concealed weapons. The 
sentence dates from the for- 
mal charges against him, three 
days after Trotsky’s death. 
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ORNARD has had his 
M ws and downs in the 
penitentiary, where he is 

the No. 1 prisoner. For a 
while, when Communist sym- 
pathizers held power in the 
n administration, he had 
most the stature of a dep- 
uty warden, able to issue or- 
ders in the vast, rambling 
stone structure, Later, when 
the administration changed, 
he lost his special powers. 
But his perfect behavior— 
there is not a mark against 
him in his prison record— 
brought other privileges. He 
now owns and operates the 
prison radio shop, repairing 
receivers for prisoners and 


. outside clients. 


He still lives In the maxi- 
mum security section — Cell 
27 in Cell Block No. 1. His 
quarters include a sleeping 
room, a living room and an 
open patio. 

He steadfastly has refused 
to talk to reporters, Mexican 
or foreign. To the latter he 
says shortly: 

“T have nothing to say to 
the press.” 

To Mexican reporters he is 
even more pointed: 

“Go away, Mexican pigs.” 

His life in the prison is 
not uncomfortable. He eats 
in a commercial restaurant, 
run by prisoners. He has am- 
ple money to buy books, most 
of them on radio techniques. 

Twice a week his Mexican 
girl friend visits him. His 
money, his lawyer says, comes 
from an account he opened 
when he first came to Mex- 
ico City. 

A former employe in the 
radio shop, a released pris- 
oner, said recently Mornard 
receives 3000 pesos ($350) a 
month. If this is so, he has 
had $42,000 since he was 
jailed, which points to a big 
bank account. The lawyer 
has refused to give any de- 
tails. 

Thirteen years of prison 
has changed Mornard only a 
little. He said he was 36 at 
the time of his arrest, which 
would make him 49 now. He 
looks about 40, He has gained 
a little weight and a great 
deal of self-assurance. Dur- 
ing his trial he seemed either 
sullen or dazed. Now he has 
become arrogant and appears 
not the least worried.

C. S. Mott Pitched In to Help Repair Tornado Damage at Flint, Mich.; Owns County Water Co.

FLINT, Mich., Sept. 19. 


HARLES STEWART MOTT 

who owns, among other 

things, more shares of Gen- 
eral Motors than anyone else in 
the world, was sitting at lunch 
with some other motor tycoons 
here in Flint not long ago, when 
one of them mentioned the up- 
coming volunteer project to re- 
build homes wrecked by a tor- 
nado which swept through parts 
of Flint last summer. 

“How many of you are going 
to work on the project?” one of 
them asked. No one answered. 

“T’ll bet,” someone said, “that 
C.S. does.” 

Whereupon C.S., as Mott is 
known among his associates, 
spoke up in true Mott fashion. 

“I certainly will,” he snapped. 
“Hell, I'm no better than any- 
one else. I'll be glad to go if 
I’m the only one who shows up.” 

He wasn’t the only one who 
showed up by any means, but he 
did have a double distinction 
among those who did. He was 
the only multimillionaire to 
show up, and he was also, at 78, 
the oldest. A story was widely 
circulated to the effect that be- 
cause of his years they wouldn’t 
let him climb a ladder and work 
on the roofs. 

“Nothing of the sort hap- 
pened,” he told me indignantly. 
“Nothing new to me in carpen- 
try work. Done plenty of that 
sort of thing before. After all, 
I’m a mechanical engineer, and 
I’ve been working with my hands 
all my life.” 

The story of Charles Stewart 
Mott is a dual one. There is 
Mott the mechanical engineer 
who amassed a fortune and who 
owns, in addition to approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 shares of Gen- 
eral Motors, 10 water companies 
in the Middlewest, including the 
St. Louis County Water Co.; a 
sugar plantation in Florida, and 
four department stores. * 

Then there is Mott the hu- 
manitarian who, some 17 years 
ago, founded the Mott Founda- 
tion in Flint. The purpose of 
the foundation is to improve the 
health, education and general 
welfare of the children of the 
city. The success of the pro- 
gram, as one citizen put it, is 
beyond measure. It has attract- 
ed nation-wide attention, and it 
has made Mott far and away the 
best liked man in town. Around 
here, he is “Mr. Flint.” 
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IX feet tall and straight as an 

arrow, he looks more like a 

man approaching 70 than 80. 
His gray hair is sparse, his thick 
eyebrows overhang his deep-set 
gray eyes. His nose is prominent, 
his gray mustache is clipped, his 
chin is firm, and he reminds one 
of the late C. Aubrey Smith of 
the movies portraying a fictional 
tycoon, 

His slim physique can be at- 
tributed to temperate living and 
exercise. He doesn’t believe in 
eating or drinking too much, 
and he played tennis until he 
was 75 years old, when his fam- 
ily prevailed upon him, not with- 
out some argument, to give it up. 

He reduces his success in busi- 
ness to a simple equation: “I 
began to make axles and that 
made me some money. I used 
the money to make more axles, 
and that made me some more 
money. I used the money to 
build more facilities to build 
more axles—and that’s the way 
it went.” 

It wasn’t quite that simple. 
Mott went to grade school and 
high school in New York City, 
and then to Stevens Institute of 
Technology in Hoboken, N. J. 
His father, who was then in the 
cider and vinegar business, want- 
ed him in the firm, and even 
sent him to Europe to study fer- 
mentation. But Charles was me- 
chanically inclined, and when 
his father acquired an interest 
in a company manufacturing 
equipment for making carbo- 
nated water, young Mott’s inter- 
est was aroused. He found a 
new way to make better car- 
bonated water machinery, and 
the company prospered. 

The bicycle was going great 
guns about that time, and Mott's 
father bought into the Weston 
company, which made hubs and 
wire wheels. In time they got 
to making wire wheels for just 
about everything, including 
wheel chairs and jinrikishas, so 
it was inevitable that eventually 
they would be making them for 
automobiles, too. 
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Y 1900 they were going 
B strong, making wire wheels 

mostly for the Oldsmobile 
Curved-Dash Runabout. Then 
suddenly the fashion changed. 
The wire wheel, which during 
the past year has again become 
the thing for the smart automo- 
bile, went out of fashion over- 
night. Wood wheels were the 
stuff. 

“So,” recalls Mott, “we decid- 
ed to give them wood wheels. 
But they also needed axles, and 
the auto manufacturers said they 
wouldn’t buy the wheels with- 
out the axles. So I drew up a 
blueprint for a new type of axle 
and went on the road. I sold 
thousands of dollars worth’ of 
orders before we had even made 
an axle. Then I came home. We 
began to sweat blood. But we 
turned them out, and in 1903 we 
sold 1500 sets of wheels and 
axles to Cadillac.” 

In 1907, Weston-Mott moved 
from Utica, N.Y., to Flint, which 
was becoming the heart of the 
automobile industry. In 1908, 
when William Durant formed 
General Motors, he took 49 per 
cent of Weston-Mott stock, and 
Mott, then head of the company, 
kept 51 per cent. In 1910, Gen- 
eral Motors was busted. 


ton-Mott stock and took General 
Motors stock in return. That 
was a smart move, as it turned 
out, but smarter still—he held

on to it. He has sold a little 
now and then, but has always 
bought it back and a little more 
with it. For a time he was a 
vice president of General Mo- 
tors. Now he is a director. 

“But there’s no one there now 
who was around when I was,” he 
says, a trifle sadly. 

As a matter of fact, Mott is 
one of the last tycoons of the 
automobile industry of the pe- 
riod when big fortunes were 
made and lost. Some of them, 
who made millions, died poor. 
Those who stayed rich built huge 
estates and Mott was no excep- 
tion. His home, called Apple- 
wood, originally had 65 acres. It 
was a mile out from the city 
limits when built, but now the 
town has grown around it. The 
house is 4 huge, rambling Tudor 
house of brick and stone. The 
greenhouses adjoining are as 
large as those of a commercial 
concern, and there a gardener 
grows tropical plants; including 
a banana tree which bears fruit. 

Mott’s current horticultural 
fancy is giant dahlias, big as 
sunflowers. Nearby are black- 
berry and raspberry patches. 
There are small apple, peach and 
pear orchards. 
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S we strolled through the 

grounds, I saw growing, in 

manicured beds, eggplant, 
okra, green peppers, beans, let- 
tuce, cabbage, corn, tomatoes, 
onions, parsley, celery, figs, 
grapes and beets. The aspara- 
gus bed alone is as big as the 
average city lot and the straw- 
berry bed is several times as big. 

We walked through large, 
landscaped sections of lawn, and 
small formal gardens, in one of 
which there was a_ bowling 
green. Now and then a pheas- 
ant would fly through the air. 
The stables and barns are now 
deserted, but at one time there 
were cows, horses, pigs and 
chickens, and Mott used to give 
dinner parties at which every 
bite of food, from the soup 
through the meat to dessert, was 
raised on the place. They still 
raise a lot, and what they don’t 
use they. send around to various 
charitable institutions. 

In the garage were a Buick, 
a Pontiac and a Chevrolet, 
which represent this year’s 
choice of automobiles. Mott 
tries to change about and use

all General Motors cars. Last 
year he had a Cadillac. Right 
now he has his eye on the Olds- 
mobile, which he thinks is the 
best looking of them all at pres- 
ent. 


Mott first got into the owner- 
ship of water companies with 
the purchase, some years ago, 
of several companies in Illinois. 
He bought the St. Louis County 
Water Co, in 1943, along with 
those of two other Missouri 
towns, Lexington and Independ- 
ence. Mott himself owns con- 
trol of the Missouri and Illinois 
companies. A daughter owns one 
in Long Island and various mem- 
bers of his family own still an- 
other in Gary, Ind. 


“I don’t have any stock in 
that,” he explains, “but I run 
it for them.” 

Although he has owned the 
St. Louis county company for 
some 10 years now, he has never 
drawn out a cent of income on 
his investment, He has plowed 


earnings back into the business 
to help meet the ever-increasing 
demands for more and better 
service. 

“The reasons are simple,” he 
says with a touch of impatience. 
“Leave, say a $100,000 in the 
business, and you not only can 
use that for improvement, but 
you can borrow $200,000 more 
on it. I bought the company 
as a long range investment, not 
to drain money from it. As 
things stand with my will today, 
the company probably will go 
to the Mott Foundation. You 
won't find a utility anywhere 
trying harder to meet the de- 
sires of a community than our 
water company in St. Louis 
county. There have been build- 
ing material strikes and all 
kinds of other delays this year 
that you can’t do anything about, 
but you won't have any trouble 
keeping your lawn watered next 
year.” 
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HE Mott Fuui....ion, which 
Tx time may own the St. Louis 

County Water Co. along with 
a lot of other Mott holdings, was 
started back in 1934 when Mott 
heard Frank J. Manley, head of 
physical education in Flint 
schools, speak at the Rotary 
Club on the appalling lack of 
recreational facilities in Flint. 

Mott got together with Man- 
ley to. do something about it. 
Starting with a budget of $6000, 
they organized the foundation, 
and the first step was to turn 
the schools into recreation cen- 
ters. Today the budget is $400,- 
000 ahd the foundation sparks a 
program which affects not only 
the youngsters of the town, but 
the whole family. 

Further, it has become far 
more than just a receational pro- 
gram. At the Children’s Health 
Center, for instance, an eight- 
man medical and dental clinic 
gives any Flint child whatever 


treatment is needed. Through 
the Mott Foundation, every 
school child in the city is 


screened for physical defects or 
illness. 

The program started in six 
schools, and now it takes in 40 
schools. There are.no young- 
sters playing on Flint streets. 
They are on supervised play- 
grounds called “Tot Lots,” 
where some 200 Girl Scouts 
keep thousands of small fry en- 
tertained. The foundation op- 
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MR. AND MRS. MOTT AND THEIR YOUNGEST DAUGHTER, MARYANWNE, ON THE LAWN OF THE MOTT 
ESTATE, APPLEWOOD, IN FLINT, 
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erates Ballenger Park, where 
basketball and baseball games 
are played under lights, where 
there are tennis courts and oth- 
er recreational facilities. The 
foundation backs a baseball 
league for boys, similar to the 
Khoury League in St. Louis, 
which has 300 teams. 


The foundation sponsors an 
adult education program which 
keeps the schools open every 
night, and where some 20,0U0 
adults take advantage of 225 
courses, which include subjects 
from accounting, through psy- 
chology, economics, foreign lan- 
guages, creative writing, farm- 
ing, portrait painting and whit- 
tling, to sewing and square 
dancing. 
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HE foundation doesn't, of 
T course, finance everything 

outright. It does provide, 
however, the backbone and the 
inspiration, and the rest is vol- 
unteer effort. 


Mott’s beneficence toward 
Flint is not something which 
came only with advancing years. 
As a matter of fact, it started 
back in 1912 when his interest 
in the town moved him to run 
for mayor. He was elected and 
served two terms and is still 
considered one of the best may- 
ors the town ever had, In 1918, 
he was elected again, but re- 
signed shortly after to serve in 
the Army in Washington, D.C, 


His interest in the town might 


best be illustrated in the story: 


of how, back in 1929, he saved 
the Union Industrial Bank, sin- 
gle-handed and at the cost to 
himself of what would be a for- 
tune to most, 


“T had been president of the 
bank for years,” he recounts, 
“but I was spending most of my 
time in Detroit and the boys 
here were running the bank. One 
of the vice presidents decided 
to make himself president.” 


One day the bank examiners 
came, and there was a shortage 
of more than $3,500,000. It 
looked like the end of the bank, 
and tragedy for a lot of depos- 
itors. But Mott leaped into the 
breach. 


“IT signed a note,” he relates, 
*“for—oh, I don't recall for sure 
~—-I think it was $1,000,000, to 
take care of the deficit. But 
they uncovered more and more 
shortages. I finally wound up 
making good $3,500,000, It 
saved the bank.” 


Eventually the directors took 
up most of the notes, “but I 
was out, in the final analysis, 
about $700,000 from my own 
pocket,” he recalls. 


Mott is surprised anyone 
would ask why he did it. It's 
simply part of his code. People 
trusted the bank; that trust had 
to be maintained. 


In 1950, he told the voters if 
they would vote a slight tax in- 
crease which would raise $7,- 
000,000 for a four-year college 
in Flint, he would give $1,000,- 
000.more, They did and he did. 
Further, he gave them 35 acres 
of his estate for a college site. 


Mott says he has retired from 
business, ‘but he is busier than 
he has ever been in his life. He 
spends two months in the spring 
and two in the fall at his home 
in Bermuda, but even there he 
has a fully equipped workshop, 
in which he putters and builds. 
When in Flint, on arising in the 
morning, he starts dictating his 
daily diary to a home secretary. 
Copies of the diary are sent to 
family and friends and take the 
place of personal correspond- 
ence. They are rambling af- 
fairs, filled with the trivial, or 
with big deals, and they’re al- 
ways interesting. 


At his office, he keeps three 
secretaries busy. He is inter- 
ested in a variety of things, in- 
cluding taxation, free trade, 
tariffs and waste in govern- 
ment, just to name a few, and 
he keeps a rapid fire of letters 
going to Washington, to news- 
paper editors, and to people in 
various high places. 

“I see these things going on, 
like government waste, and 
dammit, somebody's got to say 
something,” he says testily. 
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ASTE, as a matter of fact, {s 
Wiis chief abhorrence, Espe- 

cially small waste. An execu- 
live tells of the time they were 
discussing a deal involving huge 
sums of money. While the man 
was talking, Mott got up, walked 
across the reom and turned off 
a 25-watt bulb, because it was 
serving no purpose. 

Mike Gorman, managing edi- 
tor of the Flint Journal, is now 
a paper-clip saver. Mott was 
sitting in Gorman’s. office one 
day, and saw him flip a paper- 
clip in the waste basket, 

“Put those in your drawer 
and you'll never have to buy a 
paper-clip,” Mott admonished 
him. Only trouble is, Gorman 
says, he now has a drawer full 
of paper-clips. 

“Save money on those little 
things,” Mott says, “and you'll 
have it to spend on something 
you want.” 

Mott's family of six children 

are evenly divided and a genera- 
tion apart. His three oldest, by 
his first wife who died in 1924, 
are approaching middle age. His 
three youngest, by his present 
wife, whom he married in 1934, 
are two girls, age 17 and 11, and 
a boy, 16. 
“The thing that keeps people 
going,” he says, “is accomplish- 
ment, That’s all you'll have to 
show when you're gone. A huge 
bank account is no accomplish- 
ment. But better schools and 
better health and a better city, 
those are accomplishments.” 

Mott has seen to it that the 
good he has done will live after 
him. The exact amount of his 
endowment of the foundation is 
not a matter of record, but it 
can be taken for granted it isn't 
small. On top of that, the foun- 
dation has Mott insured for 
$3,000,000, and it pays the 
premiums from the income of 
securities he has given the foun- 
dation.

OW do you start the day? 
Each day is handed to us 
with a fresh cellophane 
wrapper around it, and you have 
to tear open the wrapper to get 
at the new 24-hour candy bar it 
encloses, 


Have you ever noticed at the 
beginning of some days how you 
have to make up your mind 
whether the cellophane is get- 
ting stronger—or you are get- 
ting weaker? But somehow the 
package of the day is harder 
to rip open? 


There are so many of us who 
don't like to let go of today at 
midnight, just when we get to 
know it as a friend, and there- 
fore are reluctant to greet to- 
morrow because it is a fresh 
stranger, and we have a lazy- 
like. wish not to have to start 
all over again, 
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We all have this problem 
together — soldiers, salesmen, 
housewives, business execu- 
tives, scientists and dreamers. 
By the time most days have 
ended we have solved them 
somehow, and we would like 
to postpone for a pause the 
impossible solution of tomor- 
row. . 
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THERE SHOULD BE a day, 
a longer magical night anyway 
in which to postpone the rush- 
ing dawn while a fellow utilizes 
the night to realize what he 
learned in the sunlight he has 
just been through. 


We are bossed in our minds 
too much by the old, uneasy 
copybook dictum, “What you are 
to be you are now becoming.” 

Any way you look at this 
phrase it is rather depressing. It 
raises a dismal prospect of a 
seedy, disgruntled, bald-headed 
future. Yes, a future in which 
you face old age with~paunch 
thrust bravely forward, one chin 
up, one chin down—and one 
chin saved to meet any other 
directional emergency, It is a 
rather flabby vista. 
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They say (the people who 
write books on how to live life 
better) that it is childish to 
hate to go to sleep and hate 
to wake up. But for the aver- 
age person it is such a normal 
thing! What’s wrong with go- 
ing to bed laughing and wak- 
ing up with a yawn? Could 
anything be more normal? 
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WHEN YOU HAVE finally 
teased open the wrapper of one 
day, finally got the nourishment 
inside, is there a law that fe- 
quires you to arise early to at- 


tack the fresh cellophane wrap- 
per around tomorrow? Perhaps 
you aren't hungry yet. 


The way I like to look at a 
day is gradually, half an eye 
at a time. Some people like to 
leap up and take a brisk cold 
shower and think of all the 
golden deeds they are going to 
accomplish before the day burns 
out to black. 


But so many mornings we 
awake to meet the same old 
dragons we never can altogether 
quell. Such as the crabgrass on 
our face, we shaved by the pre- 
vious dawn's early light. Over- 
night it has sprung up again. 
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And there are other daily 
problems. But who can blame 
one who on some days would 
rather lie there and wait a 
while and see if maybe he 
couldn’t grow a dandelion up- 
on his chin, watch it turn inte 
a white puff and blow the 
seeds of dreams around the 
room? It may never happen, 
but it is a wonderful way to 
start a day. 
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YOU NEVER KNOW at dawn 
what will flourish by nightfall. 
To me the best moments of all 
are those in which you cheat 
duty between the time the alarm 
clock rings and the time you 
finally reach out a shuddering 
warm toe and brace it against 
the cold floor of responsibility. 

Emily Dickinson said it best 
when she wrote in the last cen- 
tury: 

“A day. A day. Help, help! 
Another day!” 

It is probably the most honest 
line in the English lauguage. 
Everyone has felt that way, one 
time or another, and then got up 
and felt grateful for the sun.

Shakespeare 
In Music

ANY operas have been de- 
rived from the plays of Wil- 
liam Shakespeare but very 
few of them carry over into the 
musical form any satisfactory 
equivalent of the Shakespearean | 
breadth, depth and elevation. An | 
exception is Verdi's 
is not Shakespeare, to be sure, 
but it excites the kind of emo- 
tion and provokes the kind of 
retrospective thought that are 
at least comparable to the ef- 
fects of Shakespeare. Moreover 
the action of the Verdi music- 
drama has preserved the story 
line of the original, including 
the critical elements of tension 
and suspense and the character 
motivation, to a remarkable de- 
gree. 
‘ In one respect the motivation 
fn the opera is clearer than in. 
the play, at least for a modern’ 
audience. As Shakespeare pre- 
sents him Iago hates the Moor 
merely because he has failed of 
romotion although he does 
Sake a passing reference to a 
fancied belief that Otello may 
have seduced his wife Emilia. 
This scarcely accounts for the | 
urity of Iago’s malevolence or 
te the patient villainy with 
which he seeks his revenge. So | 
in the opera Jago becomes not | 
merely an officer who has been 
slighted but a nihilistic misan- | 
thrope, and his condition of 
mind is clearly | exposed in the 
famous “Credo.” 


The credit for this must be | 
given to Arrigo Boito who con- 
trived the libretto and who la- 
bored so patiently to capture as 
much of Shakespeare's thought 
and attitude as possible. But it 
was Verdi, of course, who ex- 
ternalized so vividly the passions, 
raw and subtle, grandiose and 
tender, that the Shakespearean 
text suggested and who did s0 
without discarding his prime 
quality of melodic expressive- 
ness. 

For even though “Otello” fol- 
lows the line of dramatic devel- 
Opment more closely than any 
of Verdi's operas except Falstaff, 
and therefore has few set num- 
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“Otello.” It_ 
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bers that can be abstracted and 
presented alone, it is full of | 
lyrical locutions, some long, | 
some merely fragnientary. And | 
the voices always dominate.

A NEW RECORDING of the 
eomplete “Otello” is the occasion 
or the foregoing paragraphs. 
Much could be written of the 
recording itself but it must suf- 
fice to say that it was tran- 
scribed from.the broadcast per- 
formances given by the NBC 
Orchestra in 1947, that it is 
directed by Arturo Toscanini and 
that an excellent cast «sings it 
with an even greater distinction 
of style than might have been 
expected from examining the 
previous performances of each.

esigners Say No to Diors Shorter Skirts 


American Women Will Choose Lengths Most Becoming to Them, Visiting Style Experts Agree

HEN Christian Dior 
W whackea off the skirts of 

his latest Parisian collection 
and caused a. furore in the 
fashion world, he merely got a 
little careless with the scissors. 
This is the belief of the majority 
of American designers who were 
St. Louis visitors last week. Sev- 
eral contend that even Dior had 
no intention of being so sensa- 
tional and there were anxious 
moments, after the cutting was 


_ done, when he longed to tack a 


few inches of the hemlines on 
again. 

Here as guests of honor at 
the formal dinner and fashion 
show held on Wednesday evening 
in the Gold Room of Hotel Jef- 
ferson under the auspices _ of 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney for 
the benefit of the Associated 
Cerebral. Palsy Association of 
Greater St. Louis, the designers 
chatted informally about the 
trend of fashions and seemed 
quite unconcerned about Dior’s 
radical departure from their 
scheme of trends for fall and 
winter. 


All wit whom I talked ex- 
‘pressed a faith in the American 
woman's judgment: as to the 
clothes that look right on her 
and insisted that the subtle cam- 
paign which they have been 
waging for appropriateness and 
becomingness in dress would 
outweigh any Dior hemlines. 
Told that some St. Louis Women 
were taking Dior seriously and 
were insisting that the altera- 
tion departments clip two or 
three inches from the skirt 
lengths, they merely lifted their 
eyebrows — as if to question 


whether these were St. Louis's 
“best-dressed” women, after all. 
“Remember that the Dior 


skirts which caused all the talk 
were created for Juniors,” Ben 
Zuckerman commented over 
the luncheon table, “and junior 
skirts are expected to be 
shorter.” 


“Yes, and I think he was as 
startled as anyone when he real- 
ized what he had done,” Anna 
Miller chimed in. 

Skirt lengths that are most 
flattering are determined by the 
height of the wearer, the pretti- 
ness of her legs, and the type of 
the pilhouette, the designers 
agree. There’s danger, all point 
out, that a straight skirt may be 
too short while a full skirf can 
be too long. The woman who 
is tall usually can wear her 
skirt 15 inches from the floor. 
Mrs. Miller, who is a tiny person, 
finds that 12 inches from the 
floor is her most ‘becoming 
length, and cites herself as an 
example of longer skirts for the 
shorter woman. Ben Reig, an- 
other of the visiting designers 
whase elegant clothés have 
through the years maintained 
an impressive, lady-like qual- 
ity, believes that 14-inch skirt 
lengths are generally fashion- 
right for the average figure this 
season. 

“Don't forget though,” he says, 
“that I believe every woman 
should wear the length that is 
most becoming to her.” 

Another warning of the de- 
signers is that women should 
not be surprised if skirts for 
next spring seem a little short- 
er than those this fall. Spring 
and summer clothes always are 
cut a little shorter, they remind 
us. There usually is no more 
variance than a half inch or a 
full inch but it could be guf- 
ficient to start another Dior type 
of speculation. 

Ben Zuckerman, who is a 
bachelor and who is proud to 
admit that he recently cele- 
brated his seventy-second birth- 
day although he looks many 
years younger, says that he isn’t 
concerned about women going 
into an extremely short-dress 
era. 

“Why, a husband would wring 
her neck if she bought a good 
dress so short she couldn’t wear 
it more than a few months,” he 
exclaimed. “At the price a wom- 
an pays for quality clothes she 
—and a husband, too— should 
get more for the money than ifs 
possible with a skirt that is ex- 
tremely short.” 

Designers also “pooh-pooh” the 
idea that is going around in 
fashion circles that “it's time

As an example of the new 
which gives a hint as to how 
trends are going, there is the 
Zuckerman coat in the seven- 
eighths length.

The area includes the famed Illinois Lincoln 
country. At Springfield, first stop on the tour route, 
Lincoln lived for 24 years. There he was married 
to Mary Todd, developed a successful law practice, 
served in the Legislature, won the presidency. Lin- 
coln’s home and his tomb are Springfield land- 
marks; the old courthouse and the Capitol both 
contain museum exhibits of pre-Civil War items. 

An earlier chapter of Lincoln’s life unfolds at 
New Salem State Park, where he lived for six years 
before he moved to Springfield. Both the actual 
buildings and the atmosphere of the original fron- 
tier village have been faithfully re-created.

HE PERIODICAL CICADA, commonly 

but improperly called the 17-year 

locust, has been abundant in the St. 
Louis area and Missouri this summer. 
While some of the insects appear each 
year, in many parts of Missouri and most 
eastern states the summer of 1953 saw 
the appearance of Brood X, considered 
the largest of the 17-year variety. 

These cicadas have been under- 
ground since 1936. It was then as 
nymphs they burrowed below the frost- 
line in search of a root for food. Phys- 
ical development occurred below the 
earth's surface and they made their punc- 
tual exit ready to shed the outer covering 
and become adults. While the 17-year 
variety has the longest life span of any 
known insect, its days in the open air 
last but three to four weeks. Other 
cicadas common in Missouri follow the 
same life process in two- and 13-year 
intervals. All are similar in appearance. 

Contrary to popular belief, the cicada 

is not a locust and does not forage crops. 
It is a sucking insect and eats only dur- 
ing nymphal development. Swarms of 
cicadas often are mistaken for locusts 
which destroy vegetation.

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THE CLOWN WHO BECAME A WIZARD 


Casey Stengel of the Many Grimaces, Five-Pennant Manager of the New York Yankees

HERE WAS MUCH LAUGHTER and many eye- 
brows were raised when Charles Dillon Sten- 
gel was called back from the minor-league 

hinterlands to manage the proud New York Yan- 
kees in 1949. Stengel had been fired at Brook- 
lyn and Boston in the National League, fired as 
a failure. 

"That's a laugh,” the wise-crackers gagged, 
when Del Webb and Dan Topping announced 
that Stengel was to be the Yankee manager. 
“Baseball's greatest clown to manage _ the 
game’s greatest ball club.” 

But Stengel is laughing now. He has ac- 
complished something never before achieved by 
a manager. He has won five straight major- 
league pennants with the Yankees and soon will 
be striving to make it five straight world cham- 


pionships, a goal never before within reach of 
any manager. 

Stengel’s baseball nickname is Casey. 
When he broke into baseball his companions 
didn't know his first name but they knew he was 
from Kansas City, Missouri, and they called him 
"K.C." which, because it sounded that way, soon 
became Casey. It remained Casey. Now even 
his friends have to jog their memory to remem- 
ber Charles Dillon. He played in the National 
League as an outfielder from 1912 to 1925, hit- 
ting for a .284 average. 

Casey, who grimaces\ articulately as he 
manages or as he spins droll baseball stories, 
can be very serious, as the photographs on this 

ge show. When they were taken at Busch 
tadium, life was no laughing matter. That fifth 


pennant was still to be clinched by the Yankees. 

The one-time clown of baseball, who fin- 
ished sixth, fifth and seventh at Brooklyn and

He has taken young men from 
minor leagues—Gerry Coleman, Gil McDougald, 
Billy Martin, Mickey Mantle and others—and 
nursed them into winning big leaguers.

In Connecticut, Due for Launching in 1954

AKING FORM IN A Connecticut shipyard is the world's 
first atomic-powered submarine, the U.S.S. Nautilus. 
The giant vessel, expected to be the largest, fastest and 

deadliest undersea craft ever built, is scheduled to be 
launched next summer. Its keel was laid June 15, 1952, 
by President Truman. 

Using uranium for fuel, the Nautilus will be able to 
remain submerged almost indefinitely and to cruise for 
tens of thousands of miles without refueling. It will be 
able to dive deeper than any submarine and go faster, its 
top speed being estimated at 35 knots. Except for a blunt 
bow, it is somewhat similar in appearance to other sub- 
marines but much larger. Its dimensions are secret, but 
it appears to be about a block long and to have a dis- 
placement of about 3000 tons. 

The Nautilus’ hull is under construction at Groton on 
the Thames River, while its atomic power plant, a thermal 
reactor, is being built elsewhere. Heat from “burning’’ 
uranium will create steam that will turn a turbine, which 
will provide propulsion. The fuel will last a long time, 
since fission of one pound of uranium releases energy equal 
to combustion of 2,600,000 tons of coal. Length of time the 
Nautilus can remain submerged will be limited only by 
the endurance of the crew. 

Named for the fictional craft described by Jules Verne 
in his novel “Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the Sea,” 
the Nautilus will cost about $29,000,000, exclusive of its 
atomic power plant. Last Tuesday the keel of a second 
atomic submarine, the Sea Wolf, was laid.

STAY OFF THE STAGE 


—@ A famous comic warns: the theater scars kids who start too young! 


HOW DOES one of America’s brightest stars, who was a 
child actor himself, fee! about a theatrical career for his own 
child? Here is the surprising answer from TV's Milton Berle. 
He gives it in the form of a personal letter to Vicki Berle, his 
7-year-old daughter. it’s “must” reading for all stage-struck 
children—and their parents! 


Vea ick, 


THIS LETTER is for you, Vicki—but I know you 
won't mind sharing it, because there are some impor- 
tant things I would like to tell the parents of all my 
“nephews and nieces.” 

What I have to say comes from 40 years in show 
business. 

On Thanksgiving Day back in 1913, I took my 
mother’s old fur muff from her drawer, cut off a 
hunk the size of a moustache, grabbed my pop’s derby 
and went into the streets of New York’s Harlem, 
where we lived, making like Charlie Chaplin. 

After awhile, I noticed a man staring at me. He 
came over, said he was a talent scout for a theater 
and asked if I would like to enter a Chaplin imitation 
contest. I told Mom and the next week she borrowed 
20 cents carfare to take me there. 

Well, I won the contest and the $5 first prize. 

That was my debut. Since then, I’ve had 40 rough, 
tough, slambang years in show business. Success and 
fun? Sure, because I love the theater very much and 
would be unhappy anywhere else. But that love doesn't 
blind me to the real truth—there have been heartaches, 
headaches and backaches, too, more than I could 
tell you in a hundred letters. 

That’s what I want to talk to you about, Vicki— 
you and all the mothers and fathers who dream of the 
glamorous show world for their children. 1 want to 
set them straight on a few things. 

You should see the mail I get, Vicki, from folks 
who want to put their boys and girls on television, 
in the movies, on radio and on the stage. More children 
want to go into the theater today than ever before 
in history. What is the secret, their parents ask? How 
do they get inside the magic stage door? 
> I want to tell them this: 

Don't go through that door! Don't even try while 
your child is still a child. The life of a kid actor is 
hard, for the most part profitless, and most often 
harmful. Most performers today who were once child 
actors bear some scars. 

I was a child actor, Vicki, and I have my scars. 
I was a child actor but I never had a childhood. 


When I was your age, all of seven, I was already 
acting in silent movies. For months [fd rush home 
from school every afternoon at 3, get on a ferry with 
my mother and work in the New Jersey hills with 
Pearl White in “The Perils of Pauline.” I was the kid 
they tossed from trains to speeding autos! 

I began regular trouping at an incredibly early 
age. Glamorous? The memories of my childhood seem 
to be a blur of drafty trains, stuffy hotel rooms and 
quick, cold meals. Exciting? I don’t think so, Vicki. 

Why did I do it? I had to. There was no money in 
the family. My father, ill with chronic rheumatism, 
was seldom able to work, and the little money I was 
able to earn helped support a family of seven. I got 
better bookings and, finally—the Palace! 

Success after a few short years and while still a 
child? Yes, Vicki. But see what happened— 
> I grew up. I got skinny and awkward and the 
childish appeal was gone. So at 16, I had to take to 
the road again with Mother. 
>» A child actor, you see, seriously misses a normal 
home life, with those important things every child 
needs: play, school and family. 


A Kid Actor Is Mixed Up 


ND THERE’S another thing nobody to my knowl- 
A edge has yet pointed out: 

The dividing line between make-believe and 
realness is as thin as tissue paper for a child, and 
therefore a kid actor is always mixed up inside. | 
once played the part of a tough boy and swaggered 
all over the place, on and off stage, for months. Then 
I played Little Lord Fauntleroy, and soon convinced 
myself I was a sissy. Sound funny? Maybe, but where 
did it leave a small boy? 
>» A child actor is always playing someone else, al- 
ways pretending, and loses his own self as he does 
so. It takes him a long time to find out what he’s 
really like and sometimes he never really does. Some 
times, he just goes on play acting all the time. And 
that’s bad because he’s never genuine with himself 
or anyone else! 

And so I tell you, Vicki, and every other boy and 
girl: Let's not think of the theater for you now. 
Oh, sure, I've introduced you on TV a couple of 
times, but those were just gag appearances that didn’t 
mean anything. I've introduced my mother, too, but it 
doesn’t mean she’s preparing to be an actress either. 
From now until you grow up, iet’s you go to 
school, have fun, develop your own personality. 
>» And let me say this to parents—and / think it's 
terribly important: 
>» Most people with theatrical ambitions for their 


children are convinced that show business training 
has to begin at the earliest possible age. They pile 
on singing and dancing lessons, diction classes, dra- 
matics, mimicry and all sorts of things. 

> It may come as a surprise, but you actually don't 
have to start studying for the stage one bit earlier 
than for any of the other professions. When young 
men or women enter college, they prepare themselves 
for their chosen careers with courses such as pre-law, 
medicine or education. In the same way, 17 or 18 
years of age is early enough to start training in a 
good dramatic school, by private coaching, or in 
summer stock or little theater groups. 

But stop and think even then. If it’s tough being 
a child star, it’s tougher being an adult one. It’s 
tougher, because once you've climbed a glass moun- 
tain, where can you go? The top is slippery and you 
can only go down. 

Me, Vicki? I've been way up and then down a 
dozen times. About ten years ago, I played 86 weeks 
in “Ziegfeld Follies” on Broadway and everyone said, 
“Great!” Then I went into a show called “Spring in 
Brazil” which failed out of town. I did nothing else 
for six months and everyone began asking: “What's 
happened to Berle?” Then I went into the Carnival 
night club, broke all records and the shout went up 
again: “Berle’s been rediscovered!” 

Then came television and three years at the top. 
A slide came and they started to count me out. And 
then our TV format was changed and the ratings 
climbed way up again. 

What I'm trying to say is that show business is the 
hardest work in the world in a field where too many 
are fighting for too few jobs and that brings me to 
the most important point of all, Vicki. 

What about your future? 

Frankly, | would not encourage a stage career. But 
if two things are present, I will not deny it to you. 

THE FIRST: a real, extra-special talent that is very 
plain to see by the time you are 17. 

THE SECOND: a deep, very deep, love of the stage 
and all it means, plus the feeling that you will be 
happy only in the theater and unhappy anywhere else. 

If the talent is there and ready to be shaped, if the 
theater is a part of your life and your heart, neither 
of us will have any choice. 

Then—and only then—we’ll get to work. We'll roll 
up our sleeves, Vicki girl, and we'll work.

And 
you have to make certain that the blood

HE CENTERS have done outstanding re- 
search with blood illnesses, including the 
once-fatal Rh factor disease. 

The idea for community blood centers 
was developed in 1941, in San Francisco. 

There, the County Medical Society organ- 
ized the Irwin Memorial Blood Bank to serve 
hospitals. 

People who got transfusions had to assure 
replacement of the blood—and all residents 
of the community were encouraged to give 
blood to build up a reservoir for future need. 

Today, the 60-odd cities which followed 
the idea, are members of one group, the 
American Association of Blood Banks, a 
non-profit organization. The AABB members 
work separate and distinct from the Red 
Cross Program. 

From that beginning in San Francisco, 
came an AABB program that provides $30,- 
000,000 worth of blood to the nation’s sick.

They’re giving college football back to the fans 


OU’LL BE able to enjoy football again 

this fall. For the Football Rules Com- 
Ye which once strove to “give the 

game back to the boys,” finally has 
made a complete switch. 

This year it has given the game back to 
the spectators! 

It has done this by killing the bewildering 
“two platoon” system — which meant that 
schools kept a double stable (one bunch of 
players for offense and one for defense). 

It was this system, with wholesale substitu- 
tion of new players, that has kept spectators 
dizzy since 1941. Few people could tell what 
heroes were playing—and that sometimes in- 
cluded the coaches! 

For the first time since 1941, the two 
platoon system, along with its offensive and 
defensive specialists and part-time players, is 
out. Football players have: to be all-around 
football players, or at least regular members 
of the team. 

It all came to a head last fall—on the day a 
football manager played on the team! 

With the score 40-14 against Harvard after 
a last-minute touchdown, Yale lined up to try 
for the extra point. 

With the game on ice anyway, Yale’s Man- 
ager CHARLIE YEAGER, 122-pounder in an out- 
size uniform, prankishly slipped into an end 
position. A few seconds later, he stumbled 
into the end zone, wheeled and caught a pass 
for the extra point. Score: 41-14. 

Commented the Harvard captain (and 
many serious football fans): “Jt stinks!” 

This year, no more managers, water boys 
or cheer leaders will be breaking into varsity

but he played as a substitute against Harvard. 


football line-ups. 

For the past two dozen years, the once- 
glorious gridiron sport of JIM THORPE, RED 
GRANGE and the Four Horsemen has been a 
mob scene involving faceless robots. 

Bewildered spectators watched players 
shuttle between the bench and the field in 
such willy-nilly fashion that individual iden- 
tification was almost impossible. 

It got so that even the coaches were con- 

fused. 
» A couple of seasons ago, LEVI JACKSON, 
the Yale captain, went thundering off tackle 
against Columbia and sprinted half the length 
of the field for a touchdown. He jogged back, 
grinning happily. 

“Fellows,” he announced, “that was the 
best blocking I ever saw! A Columbia tackle 
never laid a hand on me!” 

LOU LITTLE, the Columbia coach, was an- 
grily pacing the sidelines. “The reason our 
tackle never touched you, Levi,” he said, 
“was because he was sitting on the bench!” 
Lou had yanked a man and forgotten to send 
in a replacement. 
>» Lugubrious Lou was even more embar- 
rassed in a game against Penn. There were 
12 Columbians on the field for two successive 
plays, during which Penn ripped off two first 
downs. “/t’s an insult!” he cried. 

It is to be doubted that even one coach in 
the entire country escaped having the wrong 
number of players on the field at one time 
or another. 


He Needed a Red Bench 


OACH RAY ELIOT, of Illinois, solved the 
problem very neatly during spring prac- 
tice. He had a special, red-painted 

bench for combatants withdrawn from ac- . 
tion. It helped him keep track. 

Most of the coaches moan that the tech- 
nical excellence of football will diminish with 
the abandonment of separate platoons. 

But the average oe won't notice the 
difference.

The average old grad, 
a dyed-in-the-wool fanatic, not only knew 
the varsity personnel by numbers, but could 
even recognize their mannerisms. With free 
substitutions, he knew no one. 

Will college football really suffer, as some 
coaches wail?

OU CAN BE a movie star today on a 

salary so small it would have shocked 

the old Hollywood to tears. Times 

have changed! In the old days, a star 

rated a fabulous contract, at least one limou- 
sine and clothes for a queen. 

But today’s new stars are simply hard- 
working people like the rest of us. They are 
shoved in front of the camera almost im- 
mediately. They go on living in the same 
house—and driving the same old car. 

Kathleen Hughes is an example. She was 
so good in several minor roles that her bosses 
at Universal-International put her in a star- 
ring line-up with Edward G. Robinson, John 
Forsythe and Marcia Henderson. They're in

» Her agent's 10 per cent. 
» State disability, unemployment insurance.
